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RUSSIA'S NEW RAILWAY Lik 


I¢ Will Bring the Eastern Empire to Ee 
ropean Doors, 
Wasurneroy, D. C., June 9.—Dr. Allen, the 
American Secretary of the Corean 
in conversation regarding the new line of 
railway with which Russia proposes uniting 
the Empire proper with the Siberian coast on 
the Pacific, said: ‘ We are much interested 
in the East in the projected railway through 
Siberia to the Pacific. It will be one of the 
greatest undertakings of modern times, and 
will bring China, Japan, and Corea to Euro- 
pean doors. It would doubtless be bet 
ter for Russia and the whole East 
if the railroad should be extended 
through Corea to Fusan, which is 
near Japan. Vet as Vladivostock in Siberia 
is really an open port all winter there is no 
necessity of the railroad, and as the route is 
so Mountaipous it might be found to be im- 
prac racticable. A line of fine large ships serve 
ladivostock, Fusan, and Nagaski regu 
lariy.”’ Here Dr. Allen quoted as follows 
from a late cable dispatch on the subject: 
The Kussians would have preferred one 
the Corean ports for a Pacitic railway ter- 
minus. Port Lazareff of the Bay of Yozan 
would have suited them better than VIadi- 
vostock. It is thougbt the singlish Govern- 
ment had an inkling of this when they 
Port Hamilton to be occupied.”

to the Russians, but nothing ever came of it, 
nor will so long as China lets Corea alone, 
The Coreans are not such children as they 
are sometimes represented to be.

them. You have all heard of him— William 
Stead, editor of the Fall Mall Gazette. As 
much as we were astounded by the revela- 
tions made in his paper, we were infinitly 
more astounded at his bravery. The men 
told us that Mr. Stead exaggerated 
the situation; that he had taken his cue 
from the blue book and woven a horrible 
fiction out ot afew lamentabie truths. A 
man in Harliament told me this to my face. 
Jopened the blue book—the register of the 
acts of the body which he represented—and 
turned to the fuilest confirmation of what 
Mr. Stead had told us. He left me withouta 
word. 

“In England there is a law that we shall 
not have control of our property until we 
are 21 years of age. What of worldly goods 
we then possess are ours to use or do with 
as we please. The law protects us in the 
possession of our goods and chattels; now 


we must not rest, nor cease to work and pray 


till we get a law regarding that which were 
taken away from a woman can never be re- 
stored. 

Mr. Stead obtained for us the raising of 
the age of consent. He would have been en- 
abled to do much more, but the hand that 
held the sword trembled, and then the people 
cried out against him. He spent three months 
in prison, but he does not regret it. And now 
we have to form associations of women to 
see that the magistrates do their duty. Some 
of them are bad men who will notenforce a 
law which they know is aimed at their own 
heads; and there are stupid good ones. 
Deliver me from a stupid good man. 
And so we women have been obliged to form 
associations and goto the magistrates and 
say: If you have not the courage of your 
convictions we place the services of our as- 
sociation at your feet.’ If wedo not do this 
what is the result? A young girl appears 
before the magistrate as witness against a 
man whom she demands shall contribute 
toward the supportof their child. The magis- 
trate gets behind the discovery that the girl 
is of light character and is, therefore, not 
competent to testify. We women had to tell 
those magistrates that it is not the 
girls of good character who appeal to 
the law he is supposed to administer, 
but the ones who are denied its 
protection through his contemptible subter- 
fuge. Wnat is the character of the man in 
the case? Why should the light character of 
the other party to the act protect him? I 
tell you there can be no comparison drawn 
between the man who buys awoman’s sin 
and she who selis it, perchance for food. Our 
men alt be taught what is richt. 

“A great historian has said that outcast 
women are necessary to the welfare of hu- 
many. Are outcast men necessary to the 
welfare of humanity? So cant and hypocrisy 
wink at the evil and keep it as much out of 
sicht as possible. They say that if houses of 
ill-fame are not allowed to exist 
the whole army of outcast women 
will ply their trade on the strect. I pray that 
the evil may not be shut down under the 
hatchways. I would rather see the evil than 
to be dealing with an unknown quantity. 

I want to say a word to you about coedu- 
cation. In this America is far ahead of us. 
When England is wise she will have no sep- 
arate schools. O. it is a terrible mistake, 
this separating boys and girls, sending them 
to different schools, allowing them no associ- 
ation in the every-day incidents of life, only 
bringing them together for the holidays, 
when the mirth and gayety of the sea- 
son and their mutual part in it fills 
them with misconceptions regarding 
their true relation to each other. 
Why do you suppose brothers and sisters 


‘are born in the same tamilies? Let them 


learn the proper conduct of each toward the 
other before it is too late. I have instanced 
some of the terrible revenges women in mod- 
ern society have upon men who have made 
the custom which keeps them Strangers to 
each other during the best part of their 
lives. I have seen a young maa press his 
suit and receive encouragement from a beau- 
tiful product of this system, and when he 
waited for her answer, his heart and life 
hanging in the balance, I have seen her turn 
from him with a merry mages O, I've been

Scher . "And this is what they know of 
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each other—men and women in the nine- 
teenth century! 

And. my friends, let me warn you against 
the prudery, the mistaken sense of delicacy, 
which keeps the child you have borne in ig- 
norance of how it came. You shrink from 
the idea of the knowledge coming from any 
other source, and yet you wait till the last 
minute and make a terrible mistake. When 
they ask their questions don’t shut them up. 
You cannot curb the desire for knowledge. 
You can begin very young to tell the 
story. But do not cram their heads 
with it. Tell them a little now 
and a little then, till finally the whole mys- 
tery is. made plain to them. Of what are vou 
afraid? Is God's truth more dangerous than 
the lies regarding it that vour child will hear 
from the world? If your son has not been 
taught the religion of sex he will learn the 
irreligion of it. 

** What is more shameful! in our best socie- 
ty than its women’s indecent dress? Is it 
not outrageous to see virtuous women wear- 
ing the livery of the harlot? Yet manya 
mother will send her young daughter to 
her first ball or reception in attire that 
should make any honest woman 
blush. The mother will not admit 
it, of course, but often she bas 
dressed her child thus for the purpose of ap- 
pealing to the sensuous side ot men. Oncea 
young and beautiful girl dressed like this 
said to me: ‘Mrs. Chant, won't you let me 
kiss you good-by? ‘No,’ I said, ‘not in that 
dress.’ 

The men ask us what good suffrage will 
do us. Ask yourself, insufferable idiot! 
What good has suffrage done you? The fact 
is, we’ve lost our confidencein men. You 
are good men, many of you, but you are 
not strong enough to take care of us. 
Stand aside and we will help take care 
of you. What did old Euclid say? It equals 
be added to equals the whole is equal, but if 
equal be addea to unequal the whole is une- 
qual.“ The men will allow us to pray for 
them. Now I don't want to be irreverent, 
but you have prayed long enough—uothing 
but illuminated messages to the Almighty 
with your name at the bottom. You must 
get to work. You have done some splendid 
work here in Chicago. There is your beauti- 
ful home for erring women—though I don’t 
quite see why there should be a home for er- 
ring women and none for erring men.“ 

This last statement, which was happily ex- 
pressive of Mrs. Chant’s demand that men 
should be held equaily responsible for the 
sins women commit on their account, virtu- 
ally ended Mrs. Chant’s -address. She was 
followed by Dr. Kate Bushnell, who spoke on 
“Legislation,” more especially with respect 
to its relation to social purity. Sue de- 
nounced crimiual lawyers in strong terms, 
saying they were the pests of society, who 
teach people how to sin and avoid punish- 
ment.“ Sbe drew a moral from the Maude 
Cassidy case, which was a typical illustra- 
tion of the manner in which justice to all 
women is evaded upon the pretext that such 
a woman was not of previously good char- 
acter.’’ 

Miss Anthony’s address on “Equal Suf- 
frage“ was short and made up of the usual 
arguments in its support. 

Mrs. Chant closed the meeting with a few 
words of farewell.

NEW PARKS FOR THE POOR, 


Six Acres of the Vilest Quarter of New 
York to Be Turned into Greensward. 

New York, June 9.—[Special.|—An act 
was passed by the State Legislature last 
winter authorizing the Mayor and several 
other officials to locate three small parks 
where they would do the most good to the 
crowded masses. The idea was to demolish 
sections of the worst tenement houses in 
town, and the scheme was deemed infeasi- 
ble; but Mayor Hewitt and his companions 
have, nevertheless, decided to make an 
experiment, and so about six acres of 
squalor is to be wiped out. They have 
chosen the tract bounded by Baxter, Bay- 
ard, Park, and ulberry streets, which ad- 
— the once notorious Five Points, and em- 

races about as much and various poverty 
and crime as can be found in any equal area 
on the face of the earth. Your correspondent 
walked around it today and it was hard to 
feel that he was in an American city. China- 
men abounded in Mulberry street, Italians 
swarmed in Baxter, Poles were in a majority 
in Bayard, and the toughest’ imaginable 
specimens of native humanity were plenty in 
Park. Mixed with all these were exponents 
of inebriety ana vice. To raze the buildings 
which cover this ground and devote the space 
to unproductive uses will cost the city a 
large amount of money. Although many of 
the structures are old and rickety, others 
are seven-story brick tenements and there 
are a few solid factories. The resuit is to be 
an open expanse of turf, trees, and flowers, 
with winding walks and numerous benches. 
It can be easily imagined that police officers 
will have to be kept constantly on hand to 
save the park from maltreatment and bestial- 
ity, for it is in the wickedest part of the 
town, and vice will be apt to drive respect- 
able poverty out of it unless precautions are 
taken. The tendency to abuse such a public 
enterprise is already proved bv tne fact that 
Mayor Hewitt has received applications from 
five low-down Sixth Ward politicians who 
dominate that neighborhood largely for the 
privilege of setting up drinking stands in 
the new park. The lastof these audacious 
schemers visited the city-hall in person, and 
was peremptorily ordered out by the irascibie 
Mr. Hewitt.

AN ENTERTAINING STORY BY A PHIL- 
ADELPHIA COLONEL, 


He Was Led to Call on President Lincoln 
by What He Regards as Supernatural 
Influences—The Emancipation of Slaves 
Advocated by a Trance Speaker in the 
Colonel’s Presence Months Before It 
Was Done—He Rides on a Dancing 
Piano. 

Nrw York, June 9.—[Special.]—Prominent 
among the many distinguished-iooking people 
who have been present for the past few days 
at the trial of the Princess and Gen. 
Diss De Bar, is a tall, stoutly-built old man of 
striking appearance, His massive frame, 
thick curly white hair, and strong face, sur- 
mounted by an intellectual high forehead, 
would attract attention anywhere. He will 
appear as a witness for the defense of the 
spirit-juggling Princess.“ His name is Col. 


S. B. Kase, and he hails from Philadelphia, | 


where for many years he has been well 
known by those interested in railroad affairs. 
Although a member of the Presbyterian 
Chureb, Col. Kase is a believer in the so- 
called spiritual manifestations of modern 
mediums. How he first came to embrace this 
belief he told yesterday. 

In the early part of 1862, said Col. Kase, 
“T went from Philadelphia to Washington 
to further the progress of a railroad bill in 
which I was interested.

I 
knew little about it then, but 1 knew enough 
to interest the President greatly in a half- 
hour’s conversation. When I arose to go he 
said: Send Mr. Couklin to me Sunday 
morning at 10 o’clock.’ For several weeks 
after this I was busy with my railroad 
affairs. One afternoon I wasin the gallery 
of the House of Representatives watching 
the proceedings on the floor below when a 
lady, whom 1 had never seen before, came 
up to me and, giving me her card, said: ‘I 
would be pleased to have you call at my 
house some evening.’ A Judge of one of the 
courts, whom I knew, stood beside me and I 
asked him who the lady was. 

ou can see by the card that her name 
is Mrs. Laurie,’ he said. ‘She lives in Alex- 
andria and has a daughter, Mrs. Miller, who 
plays wonderfully upon the piano.’

‘President Lincoln,’ 
she said in a clear but not loud voice, the 
liberty of our Nation, conceived in the womb 
of oppression and born in the throes of the 
revolution, can never be crowned with the 
wreath of immortality until each and every 
human being in the United States is free. 
Slavery in any form must not exist. By that 
spiritual congress, which in this dread time 
of menace and danger to the Union watches 
over and directs the affairs of the Nation 
witb even greater care ana steadfastness of 
purpose than do the representatives chosen 
by the people, 1 have been chosen as their 
medium of communication with you. Before 
you can hope to bring about the great and 
lasting glory of this Republic you must make 
every man within its boundaries free. You 
must emancipate all the slaves by your pen, 
and your armies must indorse your action 
with the sword.’ 

„She taiked to the President in this strain 
for an hour and one-half, never hesitating or 
faltering for a word, and clothing her 
thoughts in language which in her normal 
condition she could not have understood. 
When she recovered from ber trance she 
knew nothing of what she had done or said. 
This child was Nettie Maynard, afterward 
recognized as one of the greatest mediums in 
the world. The President seemed greatly 
impressed with what the girl had said.

GOULDISM AGAINST GRESHAM. 

An inquirer asks Taz Trisune: “Why is 
it that the Gresham boom which manifests 
itself strongly among Republicans in ali oth- 
er parts of the country should make so little 
impression on the politicians of New York 
City?” This is a decidedly unpleasant sub- 
ject to discuss, but the circumstances seem 
to require a plain statement of the truth. 
Many of the politicians of New York City 
are accustomed to boodle methods of cam- 
paigning and the expenditure of enormous 
campaign corruption funds ana they are ter- 
rified or pretend. to be by the threat of the 
Gouldites that money cannot be had to carry 
Gresham through. At best, they say, it will 
be hard to raise sufficient money, 
but with Gresham it will be im- 
possible. If Gresham were a million- 
aire or had asyndicate of rich friends to 
contribute the money needed to carry New 
York they would favor him, but he has noth- 
ing of the kind—he has only sentiment and 
enthusiasm to support him, whereas hard 
cash is required. Can Western enthusiasm 
and sentiment carry the rotten wards of 
New York City?’ is the poser of the Eastern 
pohticians. What good willit do you, they 
ask, to carry the whole West with a rush 
and lose New York for lack of a campaign 
fund to buy votes and make deals? 

The mere opposition of Jay Gould to 
Gresham is nothing. It is known that Gould 
is satisfied with the present Administration 
and openly avows his intention to support 
Cleveland against any man the Chicago Con- 
vention may nominate. If Gresham is nom- 
inated it is threatened’ that all the Wall- 
street sharks and gamblers will 
with Gould and give their contribu- 
tions, sympathies, and support to Cleveland. 
Even if they consider Cleveland to be 
personally an honest and incorruptible man 
they have never received from him any such 
blows as they have from Gresham in the Wa- 
bash case, and with Cleveland in the White 
House have no reason to fear any opposition 
to railroad-wrecking schemes, freeze-outs, 
and combines. 

What if they do give their money along 
with their votes to the Democracy? Is there 
any assurance that the funds they contrib- 
ute will ever get beyond the hands of certain 
blackieg ward-workers in New York and act- 
wally accomplish anything to defeat Gresh- 
am? There is a great deal not only of dis- 
gusting fraud and jobbery but of delusion 
and nonsense about this cry that money is 
necessary to carry a campaign in New York.” 
Four years ago on the eve of the election a 
special fund of $100,000, so it is reported, was 
raised to make a deal“ with John Kelly’s 
Tammany crowd. The managers put it in the 
hands of Johnny O'Brien and some others 
of like ilk for distribution. According to 
the public and uncontradicted statement of 
Col. Bliss these worthies divided the entire 
sum between themselves, each coming out 
some $20,000 richer and nota dollar of the 
amount was ever used in any manner, legiti- 
mate or illegitimate, to gain a vote for 
Biaine. Thus the money contributed in the 
belief that it would aid Blaine’s election 
realiy went sdlely to the enrichment of dis- 
honorable ward bummers in New York. On 
the iookout for more spoils of this character 
all this class of politicians insist loudly that 
no candidate can be elected or carry the 
Empire State unless he has a big barrel“ 
behind him or the support of Gouldism. The 
foul birds that prey on campaign funds in 
New York are already raising their 
discordant voices for plunder. Men who 
are personally honest but demoralized by 
the supposed need of a big election fund in 
New York reiterate the cry and deciare 
Gresham unavailable, At bottom this de- 
mund for a heavy campaign corruption fund 
in New York City comes from bummers and 
bloodsuckers who want it to feather their

A SOCIAL EVENT FOR JUNE. . 
Faithful, as it always has been to its pub- 
lic pledges, Chicago presents the National 
Committee of the Republican party with a 
model convention hall, ready not merely at 
the last moment before required for actual 
use, but more than a week in advance of 
the date of the great event which will de- 
termine who shali be the next President of 
the United States. The hall, it is true, is 
only a temporary structure; but the ex- 
penditure of $40,000 expressly to create a 
temporary structure for a National Conven- 
tion indicates the profound respect Chicago 
feels for the inspiring occasion and its au- 


‘gust function. It will be a full year before 


the Auditorium will be completed on its 
permanent lines. The architects have built 
within its lofty walls another auditorium, 
possessing all the scientific attributes of 
the magnificent edifice that is to stand upon 
its site—perfect hearing in every part of 


Its vast area and uninterrupted sight. 


Contrary to general apprehension, the seat- 
ing capacity of the convention hall of 1888 will 
almost equal that of the Exposition con- 
vention hall of 1884. This is due to addition- 
al seats provided within the last twenty-four 
hours. The actual number of chairs within 
the walls is 8,150. Ot these 1,800 will be re- 
served to delegates and alternates. Allow- 
ing for the National Committee, the press, 


distinguished special guests, and the attend- 


apts and servants of the great body, there 
jvill remain more than 5,000 seats for the 

eral public; and the applications already 
in the hands of the committee, exceeding by 
thousands any heretofore made, in fact ut 
terly unprecedented in number and bewiider- 
ing in pressure, indicate that the public in- 
terest in the convention itself is already at 
fever heat. The committee is doing every- 
thing in its power to satisfy the demand. 
Every seat will be carefully allotted so that 
the privileges of the convention shall be en- 
joyed by those first entitled to them. The 
arrangements for seating, the exits and en- 
trances, and the ventilation and lighting are 
all admirable. : 

The convention will be the social event of 
June. Ladies who will grace its terraces 
and deck its galleries will have opportunity 
to wear at least three toilets a day. There 
will be morning sessions, afternoon sessions, 
and evening sessions unless the body should 
prefer an occasional relaxation in adjourn- 
ment. The approaches to the various parts 
of the hall are through short and direct tun- 
néls, so that there will nocrushing. The 
cleanliness of the hall will be scrupulously 
watched, so that ladies need not fear for 
their toilets. Let them come in as great 
array and as gay and brilliant as possible. 
The destiny of their country, for four years 
at least, will be decided during the exciting 
days. Why should they not treat the occa- 
sion asone of the highest state importance 
and dress accordingly! What court pageant 
of Europe surpasses such a scene in moral 
grandeur or equals it in influence upon the 
progress of humanity? 


CONVENTION ORATORY. 

Dan Dougherty, whose brilliant and spe- 
cious laudation of Cleveland carried the St. 
Louis Convention by storm, is authority for 
the assertion that this is a non-oratorical 
age and that the great days of oratory are 
gone. According to Mr. Dougherty the de- 
velopment of the modern newspaper press 
has compelled the orator to abdicate. Be- 
fore the rise of the modern newspaper, and 
even at a later day, when the weekly press 
was tedious and inadequate, the orator was 
the chief political teacher and the rostrum 
the fountain trom which the public derived 
not only arguments and theories, but even 
common information and facts as to matters 
of current history. Now, however, the 
newspaper reader has at command all 
the information which the orator him- 
self can adduce, and the speaker fac- 
ing an audience already schooled in the 
topics under consideration finds it extremely 
difficult to give his address the attracuons of 
freshness and novelty. An address of strik- 


ing merit is at once published broadcast, and 


if the speaker ventures on its repetition it 
must sound to many listeners tedious as a 
twice-told tale. Such is Mr. Dougherty’s ex- 
planation for the alleged decline of politica) 
oratory. . 

While Mr. Dougherty’s lament over the de- 
cline of the oratorical art is shared by many 
and heard on all sides, it cannot be doubted 
that the orators are still with us, and audi 
ences are as quick as ever to respond to the 
tones of true eloquence. Mr. Dougherty’s 
success at St. Louis last week was quite 
as gratifying as any speaker could 
desire, even in an assemblage of his 
own partisans. If powerful and im- 
passioned orations such as Webster and Clay 
delivered are now seldon heard at the bar, 
in Congress, or on the platform it is never- 
theless true that this generation has devel- 
oped a peculiar vein of oratory and that 
the popular delight over eloquent and im- 
pressive pubic speech is undiminished. 
Perhaps, however, the modern American 
orators instead of being esteemed creators 
of a new style of eloquence shouid only be 
credited with bringing out the full capa- 
bilities of a branch of oratory previous- 
ly upderestimated—that of the panegyric. 
Mere eulogistic oratory the ancients thoucht 
must be necessarily cold and formal as 
compared with the spirit-stirring discussion 
of live and exciting topics. Instead, how- 
ever, of using the panegyric in the ancient 
fashion to embalm the memory of the dead 
and place upon the tomb a tribute of respect 
the American orator of the day employs it 
to evoke cheers for living party leaders 
or heroes, aad in the political nominating 
convention he finds his finest tield of effort. 
Supplanted in other fields of oratory the or- 
ator holds his own here. Every resource of 
stirring and energetic speech comes in play 
when the orator of the occasion utters his 
panegyric and brings the name of his candi- 
date before a convention. Every reader will 
recall the laurels won in this lune of elo- 
quence in recent years by Ingersoll, Conkling, 
Garfield, and Dougherty. | 

But while the orator of the panegyric still 
flourishes, and bursts of genuine eloquence 
are still heard, the good speakers are few 


and the dad ones many. If a convention is 
privileged to listen to one or two fine speak · 


only to the intolerable Bourbon harangues 
that harassed the St. Louis vention one 
might well agree with Dougherty that ora- 
tory is a lost art. Most convention speakers 
lack voice enough to make themselves heard, 
or if sufficiently endowed with lung power 
only succeed in offending the ears of thelr 
listeners. Then, too, a convention rarely 
sits without the imitators of Ingersoll put- 
ting in an appearance and attempting to use 
the high-wrought and figurative style of their 
model while wholly lacking the force of im- 
agination and power of mind necessary to 
tne undertaking. Such efforts are always a 
source of torment to audiences. Thus the 
orator at St. Louis who declared that the 
stamp-mills of Nevada would pound ponder- 
ously for joy” over Thurman’s nomination 
and afflymed on behalf of the Nevada delega- 
tion that we lay our hands in loving kind- 
ness upon the golden hair of our dutiful sister 
who reclines on the gentle slopes of the 
Sierras and laves her shapely feet in the 
limpid waters of the placid Pacific” was in- 
terrupted witn calls of Time“ and Cut it 
short.“ The Nevada orator, however, was 
refreshing and delightful as compared with 
some of the sorry spouters of the St. Louis 
Convention. The Republicans are far ahead 
of the Democrats in this line of literature, 


but still a Republican convention hardly 


gives promise of more than two or three 


first-class speeches to a dozen that range. 


from bad to indifferent. Convention oratory 


is still a public delight, but they who culti- 


vate it with success are few and far between. 


AMERICANS AND THEIR WEALTH, 

There have been observabie from time to 
time outcroppings in the English newspapers 
against the ostentatious display of phenome- 
nul wealth made of late years by Americans 
in English society. These insinuauons and 
half-suppressed sneers have usually succeed 
ed the Queen’s drawing-rooms. During the 
period of nalf-mourning, while the court still 
kept up a ceremonious aspect of austerity 
and lassitude, the pressure of American 
women for presentation was accepted as in 


some degree expressive of their individual 


/aympathy with the Queen's bereavement. 


The rare occasions when afew of them at a 


time procured the then difficult favor of kiss- 
ing her Majesty’s fat, red hand and of pay- 
ing for that brief and rather unesthetic priv- 
ilege the penalty of exposure for hours to 
cold rains, black fogs, or driving snow, clad 
in less than tropical costumes, were charac- 
terized by a certain modesty in personal dis- 
play which is no longer etiquet. It has come 
to be fashionable for women to wear all the 
diamonds and other jewels they can beg or 
borrow for these incidents should they be so 
unfortunate asnot to have minesof their 
own from which to draw embiazorment, 
The resuit 1s that an envious spirit toward 
American women has been keenly cultivated 
of late, and the sneers at American extrava- 
gance and shoddy vulgarity have become 
frank, if not general. 

These sneers have developed a semi-phi- 
losophical inquiry into the relations between 
democracy and social extravagance. It is 
alleged by some of the critics of American 


wealth that an epoch of tawdriness and mere 


material ostentation has set in, inspired by 
ambitious Yankee mothers on the lookout 
for titled husbands for dowered daughters; 
and that the only method these mammas can 
believe efficacious is to get the girls to a 
Queen’s drawing-room attired more richly 
than the Queen of Sheba, making a sort of 
„eshop sensation,“ and then intrigue for in- 
vitations to houses where younger sons of 
reduced nobility are lured, not by beauty or 
personal fascination or charms of mind, but 
simply by the manifest possession of uncom- 
mon and solid wealth. Thé morality of the 
business calls oforth severe censure. The 
practice of Circassian slave venders who 
deck their captives in cheap finery, half con- 
ceal their ravishing eyes beneath transpar- 
ent veils, and pose themin attitudes for the 
display of their beautiful figures is suggest- 
ed as decent by comparison. 

It is scarcely necessary to defend Ameri- 
can mammas who may resort to European 
markets for sons-in-law. They are doubtless 
prepared to abide by the consequences of 
their transactions. But it is necessary tore- 
call the uses which aristocratic families in 
England have made of their wealth while 
they had it. Were they less ostentatious? 
Less shoppy*® Less eager for alliances in 
which title and wealth were the chief con- 
siderations? Many of them have been 
brought, if not to the verge of bankruptcy, 
at least into moderation in luxuriousness by 
the decline of agriculture and the profligacy 
of scions who attach no importance to money 
except for illicit pleasures in gaming-rooms, 
race-courses, Continental resorts, and per- 
nicious idieness. Not one of them has failed 
to resort to the next lower plane to recoup 
the diminished bank account. Only a few 
years ago the marriages of titles with trade 
were rare enough to constitute social phe- 
nomena. Now the intermarriage of blue 
blood with soap, treacle, sugar, and whisky 
is so familiar an occurrence that it scarcely 
calls forth comment. 

Nor does English society appear to be any 
the worse for 1t. While the morals of the 
men of title and leisure are probably lower 
than ever, and they were always low enough, 
it is certain that the morals of women of so- 
cial pretensions in England are higher. This 
is due ina large measure to the growth of 
public spirit among them; to the raising of 
the standard in woman’s education; to the 
lessening of the Suitanic despotism of hus- 
bands, whose legal rights, whether in beating 
their wives or in wasting their dowers, have 
been seriously curtailed by humane modern 
courts. It is within a century that gambling 
was as common aimost among Englishwomen 
of title asamong men, and the halis and man- 
sions in which balls were in progress were 
filled with rouge-et-noir tables, upon which lily 
hands threw dice or played cards with all the 
feverishness and desperation of male roues. 
Many women of Queen Anne’s court could 
not write a letter grammatically. They were 
clever gamesters, capital hunters, knew the 
genealogies of dogs, talked horse at dinner, 
and thought no more of discussing scandals 
in mixed company than of throwimg a glass 
of wine across the table at a flushed and su- 
percilious rival. 

Meanwhile they used all tho money they 
could lay hands on; wore all the diamonds 
they could beg or borrow or buy or tempo- 
rarily take out of pawn; and did not disdain 
paste if they failed to procure by hook or 
crook genuine gems. Their dresses were as 
low, their head-dresses as high as the ex- 
treme of the present fashions. They swore 
as glibly as their male friends. They eloped 
and returned to find their lords had done the 
same trifling thing in their absence. They 
did not avail themselves of divorce courts be- 
cause the standards of the time were too 
low to make even divorce worthy of thonght. 
They had all the vices of wealthy democracy 
and few of such virtues as wealth may 
be supposed to possess when it ascribes to 
wealth itself any special superiority. Ameri- 
can women cannot behave worse than these an- 
cestors of the present generation of English 
aristocrats. They may be osteutatious. But 
the only difference between them and the 
ostentation of their cynical and jealeus En- 
glish rivals is that they have more money; 
that as a rule it was more honestly acquired; 
and that tney have in most cases a great deal 


. and then sneer at 
THE COMPLIMENT TO JUDGE TULEY. 

It is probable that the Supreme Court in 
assigning Judge Taiey to the Second District 
Appellate Court intended a compliment to 
the Chicago jurist, whose reputation as a 
Judge and a lawyer stands deservedly high. 
Judge Tuley no doubt appreciates the bonor 
intended to be conferred on him, but it-is 
quite evident at the same time that he would 
much rather remain as presiding Judge in 
the chancery branch of his own circuit. It 
is also clear that the people of the circuit 
and the leading members of the Chicago bar 
are opposed to the change and the proposed 
transfer of Judge Tuley’s services outside the 
county. The Supreme Court will no doubt take 
due notice of the wishes of the Judge him- 
self in the matter, also of the sentiment of 
the people of the district and the opinions 
prevailing among the leading practitioners 
here. The higher court has shown its dispo- 
sition to confer a deserved compliment. 
Judge Tuley has no doubt been gratified by 
the appreciation shown. But here the affair 
should end. The Supreme Court will doubt- 
less rescind its action and permit the Judge 
to remain where he is at present. 

Itis the unanimous opinion among the Cook 
County lawyers that the removal of Judge 
Tuley from nis position as chancery Judge 
would be a serious detriment to the county 
judiciary. Almost any other member of 
the local bench could be better spared. 
His decisions have nearly always been 
satisfactory and have been. generally 
sustained. He is expeditious in the 
dispatch of business. He is a hard worker. 
As a chancery Judge he is without a 
rival in the cireuit. All these things com- 
bine to make him a favorit with the bar and 
the public. Cook County cannot well spare 
him to an outside circuit. Judges Moran and 
McAllister at the time of their assignment 
to the Appellate Court of this district were 
taken from the chancery branch of the local 
courts. Judge Garnett was taken this week 
from the same branch. Taxing Judge Tuley 
now is too much of a depletion. Cook County 
ean better afford to spare some other and 
younger Judge. 8 

It would be more acceptable to the people 
and the lawyers of the circuit if some one of 
the recently elected Judges, and some of them 
are able men, was selected for this honor. 
The county could spare the portion of one 
Judge’s time needed to an outside district. 
It is to be hoped that the Supreme Court will 
rescind its action in relation to Judge Tuley 
and leave him where he is so acceptable and 
useful and where he prefers to be. His long, 
faithful, and honorable services entitle him 
personally to consideration in the matter. 


WHEAT-CROP STATISTICS. 

The Government report of crop conditions 
in wheat for the beginning of this month 
came to hand yesterday, as expected, and 
was extensively misunderstood in Board of 
Trade circles. .The result, as figured out by 
THe TRIBUNE statistician, is as follows: The 
292,830,000 bushels of winter wheat reported 
to have been harvested last year should be 
multiplied into 73.3 per cent for condition, 
and into 92.8 per cent for diminished acreage. 
Then the product divided by 85.5 per cent, 
which was the reported condition of winter 
wheat at the time of last harvest, gives 238,- 
000,000 bushels. The condition of spring wheat 
is not stated, but if the 163,000,000 bushels 
obtained last year be lessened by 1 per 
cent for decreased acreage, with no change 
made for yield per acre, the sum of the two 
will be about 385,000,000 bushels, or 156 per 
cent less than the crop of last year, which was 
not a large one. To this it may be added that 
the lowest permissible estimate for domestic 
consumption and seeding is 315,000,000, leav- 
ing about 70,000,000 bushels available for ex- 
port, if the crop yield be as at present indi- 
cated. The average export of wheat and 
fiour from the United States for the last six 


Fears ending with June was a little more 


than 127,000,000 bushols, so that the quantity 
apparently available for export from the 
coming crop is only 55 per cent of that aver- 
age, while the reserves from the last year 
are admitted to. be less than usual. 

The above figures are given as the most 
probabie deductions from the official report. 
But when it is stated that results differing 
from this by fully 50,000,000 bushels were 
obtained by men prominent in the grain 
business, some of whom are supposed to be 
experts in the computation of percentages 
and other values, it can hardly be doubted 
that the report is far less precise in its terms 
than it might be. The fact that, like many 
which have preceded, it is extensively mis- 
understood, proves that it is not addressed to 
the comprehension of the average business- 
man, One would think it an easy mat- 
ter for the compiler of the statis- 
tics to add a few words stating what 
the figures furnished are understood by 
himself to mean, as compared with those pre- 


| sonted at some previous date, and that it is 


his duty to bis constituents to do so. He 
would not in such case be more responsible 
for errorg in the estimate than at present, 
and would certainly give far better satisfac- 
tion to the many who attach great importance 
to these monthly compilations by the crop 
bureau. It is worthy of mention that this 
time there is no apparent ground for the sus- 
picion that the figures were given out to 
some favored ones in advance of their issue 
to the general commercial public. If that 
fact may be regarded as evidence of a re-

press, it may then be hoped the pointing out 
of a fault in the announcement of results will 
lead to more precise methods in the future,

THE GREAT CONSPIRACY. 


COL, L WINSLOW .AYER’S LECTURE ON 
THIS INTERESTING TOPIC, 


An Unwritten Chapter of the History of 
the Closing Years of the War-—The Ar- 
rangements That Had Been Made to 
Capture Camp Douglas and Sack and 
Burn Chicago—The Arrest of the Ring- 


leaders. 

Central Music-Hall was comfortably filled 
last evening by an audience composed largely 
of veteran Grana Army men and their 
friends who had come to see and hear Col. I. 
Winslow Ayer lecture on the great Fort 
Douglas conspiracy of 1864. On the platform 
sat many distinguished citizens. Lieut.-Gov. 
Smith read a telegram from Gov. Oglesby an- 
nouncing the Governor’s inability to be pres- 
ent at the meeting, and then introduced Col. 
Ayer, who said in substance: “ Twenty-three 
years have rolled by since the war ciosed. But 
its scenes are still fresh in our recollections. 
Most ot the incidents nave already been nar- 
rated. But there is yet an unwritten chapter, 
a history of men who plotted treason against 
their country. It was so complete in its de- 
tail that scarcely a village was exempt from 
its circle. It meant the destruction of our 
country, the defeat of the Union. Had the 
conspirators not been foiled at the opportune 
moment the disaster would have been great 
indeed. The plan of secretly organizing 
traitors in the North was decided upon as 
early as 1862. It began with Missouri and 
Kentucky, but quickly spread to Illinois, 
Ohio, Indiana, and secret orders arose. The 
Golden Circle was among such. This order 
as an order was short-lived at the North, but 
the American Knights soon issued therefrom. 
It had three divisions, the Temple, the 
Grand, and the Supreme Council. No battle 
was fought during the Rebellion but what 
these councils of a government de facto met. 
Earty in 1864 the first exposé of the Knights 
was made in St. Louis. The people were 
startied, It also frightened the order, which 
hastened to rémodei the organization, which 
they called Sons of Liberty. In the Chicago 
Temple there were representatives of every 
profession, but the bulk were ignorant, 
brutal men. In 1864 it was announced that 
$2,000,000 for arms would be expended. It 
was a part of the conspirators’ program to 
liberate the prisoners of war in the 
various prisons. At Camp Douglas 
there were not less than 8,000. 
Col. B. J. Sweet was commandant of the 
forces in 1864. During the summer he had 
800 men, but in the fall he was reinforced by 
700 more. There were 8,000 prisoners. 
Among them were Morgan’s command, a 
body of picked men and desperate. At the 
beginning of July the conspirators agreed on 
a detinit time for the uprising. They ar- 
ranged to seize Indianapolis and communicate 
with Price, and it was unanimously resolved 
that of all places in the Union Chicago should 
be selected, burned and pillaged. I heard 
the proposal made. Later in Juiy the con- 
spirators decided at a meeting to call upon 
Gov. Morton to give up the arms, and if not 
to force him by assasination. 

“ Little did the busy city dream of the con- 
spiracy. While they worked, and toiled, 
and thanked God that the horrors of the war 
were nearly over, these men were planning 
and arming. A month before the time set 
for the attack, these men went out to exer- 
cise with muskets and rifles. The evening 
of Aug. 26, a Judge of the Circuit Court 
stated in their temple that their strength 
in Illinois was 80,000 men thorougbly drilled. 
Two full regiments were in Chicago, a third 
was forming. We are strong enough,’ he 
said, ‘to take the Government in our own 
hands. Since Washington will not govern 
properly, we’ ll bring them here. Once at liber- 
ty,’ he added, ‘ we will send the Abolitionists 
to hell in a clothes-basket.’ Aug. 28 dawned. 
Chicago swarmed with Sons of Liberty. 


Refugees from Canada, bounty-jumpers, and 


thieves. These were the men who were in 
Chicago to do the bloody deed. An expedition. 
left Toronto August 26, commanded by a 
Capt. Hynes of Morgan’s Corps, assisted by 
Col. St. Leger Greenfleld. He was prepared 
to take command of the released prisoners. 
The time for the uprising came, but the 
event dia not occur; Gen. Price failed to ap- 
pearin the vicinity of St. Louis. The of- 
ficers advised the sons to go to Southern II- 
linois, the Toronto expedition was scattered 
in Indiana. 

„Then they set a new date—Nov. 8. It had 
often been said that if Lincoln was again 
elected he would never be inaugurated. Even 
in Chicago a proposition was made in their 
temple to raise $50,000 to kill Lincoln. This was 
promptly communicated to Col. Sweet. Gen. 
Burnett wrote then that the Sons of Liberty 
had much to do with Lincoln’s assasination. 
Tuesday evening, Nov. 3, there was an im- 
mense meeting at McCormick’s Building. 
The wildest enthusiasm reigned. These were 
times of intense anxiety to the country. Sun- 
day evening they met to complete the details. 
Detachments of these men were stationed, 
fires were to be kindled at various 
parts of the city, and while these 
attracted the citizens the camp was to be 
attacked. At the close of the meeting re- 
volvers were distributed. But forty-eight 
hours remained to elapse before the plot was 
to be carried out. Then it was that we putin 
our work. One by one we brought them in, 
commoners and officers. We took 115 of 
them. The consternation of the order was 
great when they found themselves thus cir- 
cumvented. Those who could ran away; 
among others, the man who had the unex- 
pended balance of the $2,000,000 for the pur- 
chase ofarms. The arrest was heralded all 
over the city. Among the arrested was 
Col. Greenfieid, who threatened and stormed 
about. They were taken to Cincinnati, 
where the commission undoubtedly estab- 
lished the fact that a conspiracy existed. 
And yet since that time many of these men 
have sought political offices, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the chief requisit of a citi- 
zen is that he be a true patriot.“ 

The entertainment closed with Mrs. Hodge’s 
singing of Hail Columbia,” in the chorus 
of which the audience joined.

THE HYDE PARK SUICIDE. 


‘Identification of the Body of the Drowned 


Girl. 
The handsome young woman who com- 


| mitted suicide Friday afternovn by drown- 


ing in the lake at the foot of Sixty-third 
street was Miss Alice Palmer of Chats- 
worth, III. Since last October she has been 
living with tne family of J. A. Bartlett at 
Normal Park, and has been attending the 
Normal School. Mr. Bartlett is a well-known 
citizen of tne Town of Lake, and Mrs. Bart- 
lett and the father of Miss Paimer, now 
dead, were distant cousins. The young wom- 
an lived with an uncle named Curtis in 
Chatsworth, and her mother lives in Bur- 
chard, Dak. The dead girl was about 20 
years old, and was thoroughly up- 
right in every way. She left the 
Bartlett house at 1 ‘o'clock Friday, 
intending to take the 2:50 p. m. Lilinois Cen- 
tral train for her home at Chatsworth. That 
was the last seen of her, and the Bartletts 
supposed she left the city according to pro- 
gram until the description of the dead girl as 
published in the papers yesterday morning 
induced them to view the body at Hyde Park 
last evening. | 

The body was fully identified by Mr. and 
Mrs. Bartlett, their son, C. A. Bartlett, and a 
sister of the dead girl, now living in Engle- 
wood. The twowomen were greatly affected 
at the sight, and their surprise at the deed 
was as great as their grief. They could sug- 
gest no motive which could have 
prompted to the suicide. Young 
Bartlett, who put Miss Palmer on a street-car 
for the city, said she was in the best of 
spirits and quite her usual self. The famiiy 
said, however, that at times the girl had 
been inclined totake a despondent view of 
her success with her studies, and had several 
times expressed a doubt whether it were 
best for her to continue attendance at the 
school. In fact, for two or three weeks she 
had been irregular in attendance, but as she 
was a guest in the family the Bartletts 
did not attempt to control her move- 
ments, and supposed that the discourage- 
ment was only temporary, and all agreed 
that she received no calls from young men, 
and scouted the idea of anything in the 
way of a love affair. 

The Coroner’s inquest will be held at 2 
o’clock this afternoon, and the remains will 
be sent to Chatsworth for burial. Diligent 
search by the police has failed to reveal any 
trace of the handbag carried by tùhe, young 
woman when last seen alive. A small sum 


of money which it contained and the railroad | 


ticket probably excited the cupidity of the 
finder of the article to the extent of destroy- 
ing the bag and letters it presumably con- 
tained. None of the Bartletts received a 
letter from the dead gir! yesterday, and it is 
presumed that the letter she was so anxious 
to mail, if indeed 1t was mailed, was sent 
either to her uncle or her mother. The uncle 
at Chatsworth was telegraphed as soon as 
the body was identified. 

Two sentiments were expressed by the 
hundreds of people who viewed the body. 
One was that it was an unusually sad affair 
and the other was that the Hyde Park 
morgue was a disgrace to tae biggest village 
in the world.

ent cell-houses. While the convicts were at 
their daily toil in the shops the ladies placed 
a bouquet on the bed of each convict. At- 
tached to each bunch of flowers was a white 
card upon which was written a verse from 
the Bible or some kind of wish for the pris- 
oner. Over 1,300 bouquets were distributed, 
and when the convicts. en their celis 
this evening each man was pleasantly sur- 
prised to find the flowers awaiting him. The 
loud clapping of hands immediately after the 
gates were closed was a sufficient indication 
of the effect. 

The women did not know the cells of the 
„ boodlers ” from those of the other convicts. 
In the cell of little Van Pelt was a bunch of 
geraniums, violets, and red peonies—a really 
gorgeous affair—to which was attached a 
card with a bit of pink ribbon, reading as fol- 
lows: 

Will you take these flowers, my brother dear, 

And let their song your spirit cheer? 

Twist them upon the iron door, 

Scatter them down on the granit floor, 

And in your dreams, with angel calis, 

They'll flood with music your prison walls. 

A photograph of Van Pelt in the act of 
reading the above, showing the broad and 
happy smile which illumed his expressive 
features as he buried that Napoleonic nose 
of his in those flowers, would bring tears of 

oy to the eyes of—even Buck McCarthy. 

ttached to the bouquet left in the cell of the 
prison Jumbo, otherwise known as “ Big 
Dan Wren, was the following: 

Consider the lilies, how they grow; they toil not, 
they spin not, and yet I say unto you that Solo- 
mon in all his glory was not arrayed like one of 
these.—St, Luke, ii., 27. 

Dan’s gift was made up of a few tiger lilies 
and lilies of the valley. Handsome Harry“ 
Varnell also receive a Bible quotation tas- 
tened to a bunch of yellow roses:

IN MEMORY OF BRAVE MEN 


THE MONUMENT IN HONOR OF THE 
HAYMARKET VICTIMS, 


The Statue to Be a Bronze Female Figure 
Symbolical of Law, Holding Aloft the 
Statutes—The Work Likely to Be Lo- 
cated on an Elevated Site in Union Park 
-The Modeling to Be Commenced at 
Once—The Cost. 


The committee to whom Tun Trisunz in- 
trusted the duty of selecting a design for 
the monument to the policemen who fell in 
the haymarket massacre have had under 
consideration for some time a number of 
models. It is true that a prize was awarded 
for one that proved to be best in the competi- 
tion. After mature delibveration, however, 
it has been decided not to use that design. 
No obligation was incurred to adopt any de- 
sign, no matter how many might be accept- 
ed. The question that arose was one of 
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artistic effect. The duty of honoring the 
memory of the gallant fellows who perished 
in their heroic effort to protect life 
and property when assailed by anarchy in 
arms could not be separated from an obliga- 
tion to adorn the city. All the designs sub- 
mitted were too literal. They assumed that 
the only way to commemorate the haymarket 
battle was to set a policeman with a club 
rampant on a heroic pedestal. It was 
found when the designs passed from sketches 
on paper to tests in plastic art that the po- 
liceman with aclub wasa thoroughly unar- 
tistic subject, however admirable he may be 
on a beat. The conviction was finally forced 
onthe committee that a more poetic idea 
would have to be chosen, one which when 
embodied would faithfully preserve the les- 
son of that dire night and at the same 

by its ideality and symbolism, add to the 
public embellishment of the city an orna- 
ment the beauty of which would be worthy 
of the heroism commemorated. 

The carrying out of this decision was in- 
trusted to a Chicago sculptor, Mr. Johannes 
Gelert, a Dane of classic sympathy and a 
thorough master of his art. He seized the 
true thought atonce, and sketched in the 
medium of his own arta model with which 
the committee are delighted. It is a noble 
and gracious female figure, austerely robed, 
bolding aloft in her arms an open book. The 
symbolism speaks for itself. The figure is 
Law, the book the statutes. Her triumphant 
and majestic pose bespeaks the triumph of 
order over anarchy. The book proclaims 
that in this Commonwealth law is supreme. 
The figure is nine feet high. It will be of 
copper bronze. It is to stand in the centre of 
a granit forum, the plan for which has been 
prepared by Mr. John W. Root. The hight 
of the forum will make the figure stand 
twenty-five feet from the earth level, thus 
rendering it visible fora considerable dis- 
tance. 

The site for the monument has also caused 
the committee considerable perplexity. 
While rigid geographical prescription’ would 
require that it be placed on the spot where 
the encounter took place, the surroundings 
are not well suited for a work of art. After 
examination it has seemed prudent to choose 
a site in Union Park, probably on a raised 
knoll, which will add force and impressive- 
ness to the picture. The modeling of the 
figure will be proceeded with immediately 
and the work carried on without delay to a 
completion. The whole cost will be $10,000. 
No difficulty will be encountered in raising 
the additional sum.

PALATIAL STEAMERS ON LAKE MICHIGAN 


One Million Dollars to Be Expended in 
Three Boats for Passenger Traffic. . 
The most important project for lake travel 


‘yet brought forward for Lake Michigan is 


the Chicago & Milwaukee Transit Compuny, 
which will be incorporated this week, a 
number of the best-known marine men on 
the chain of lakes being among its organiz- 
ers. The capital stock of the company will 
be $1,000,000. The first boat will be ordered 
built at once, and two others will follow. 
The company will set aside $350,000 for her 
construction, though her cost may reach 
$400,000, judging from the plans in view. 
She will be a side-wheel steamer, with a 
guaranteed speed of twenty-two mules an 
hour, and will carry 1,000 people comfortably. 
This may be increased to 1,500 without too 
great crowding. . 

The first boat will be put on the run be- 
tween Chicago and Milwaukee, and will 
make the round trip each day, going up in 
the morning and returning in the evening. 
With the speed she is to be given she can 
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| make the tripeasily, and give excursionists 


some time in the Cream City. The aim of 
the projectors is to meet the popular demand 
fora day’s pleasure trip on the lake, and 
they figure that Chicago and Milwaukee 
combined will furnish a patronage that will 
make the boat highly profitable at low rates 
of fare. The other boats to follow will fin 
routes to ports across the lakes. ' 
In cost the boats of the new line will far 
exceed anything nOw afloat on fresh water, 
and will be modeled closely after the great 
excursion steamers in New York. It will be 
endeavored to make them worthy of the word 
“ palatial,’ and at the same time thoroughly 
adapted for lake traffic. They will be out of 
the shipyards early next spring.

HYDE PARK SALOONKEEPERS GET 


SEVEN DAYS’ DELAY. 


The Order Enforcing the State Law on Sun- 
day Liquor-Selling Was to Have Gone 
into Effect Today, but President Jame< 
son Ordered a Stay—No Desire to Op- 
press Any Saloonkeeper—The Board’s 
Views. 


The police and the saloonkeepers of Hyde 
Park will not meet in battle array today. 
The peaceful Sabbath will not be desecrated 
by the shedding of human gore. There will 
be no exodus into Chicago. The saloonkeep- 
er will have no use for his new side door, 
and the worthy citizens of the biggest village 
in the world are at perfect liberty to get as 
gloriously full as ever they please. In other 
words, the ordinance adopted at the last 
meeting of the Board of providing 
for the enforcement of the State law in re- 
gard to the closing of saloons Sunday will 
not be enforced today as had been contem- 
plated by the authorities. The ordi- 
nance was adopted Tuesday, and Wednes- 
day and Thursday Capt. Hunt notifiea the 
203 saloonkeepers in South Chicago, Kensing- 
ton, Roseland, and other parts of the village 
that the State law would be enforced. Yes- 
terday he received orders from President 
John A. Jameson, as Chief of Police, that the 
program had been changed and last night the 
saloonkeepers were given the welcome news, 

Capt. Hunt said last night: “I notified ali 
saloonkeepers that the ordinance of the 
board would be strictly carried out and I 
was prepared to arrest every man on sight 
who should keep open. me of them com- 
plained that they were not getting a fair 
deal, but none of them said but what they 
would close. All the same I expected a little 
fun tomorrow.” 

President Jameson was asked the cause of 
the sudden change in the program. 
in substance: We had intended to enforce 
the action of the board, beginning with to- 
morrow. Complaints were made, however, 


by the license-holders that our action was 


sudden and taken without notice. They said. 


that we had issued them licenses and taken 


their money, and that it wasa hardship on. 
them for us to take such summary action. 
The three Trustees who voted for the ordi- 


nance (Kinney, Woods, Smith) and { met 


today and talked the matter over and agreed 


that rather than expose our action to any. 


suspicion of unfairness or persecution it 
would be best to delay the enforcement of 


the law for one week. I will not say posi- 
tively, but I think it very likely that at the 
Tuesday meeting of the board some meas- 


ure will be introduced allowing such 
saloonkeepers as do not care to do business 
under the new situation to surrender their 
licenses and take back their fees for the un- 
expired term. That would be a measure of 
unquestioned fairness, it seems to me. No, I 
did not hear that 


I presume it is likely that the action of the 
board will not be accepted without some 
sort of opposition. We were red to en- 
force the law and should have done so had it 
not seemed best to us that as Chief of Police 
I should postpone operations for tomorrow. 


You must understand, however, that the . 


board has not receded in the least from its 
position, and that the new order of things 
will be strictly enforced.”’

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WHAT THE FIFTH ANNUAL SUMMER 
MEETING PROMISES, 


The Coming Event Likely to Surpass Any 
Thing of the Kind Ever Held in This 
Country—The American Derby — The 
Sixth Annual Meeting at Latonia Closes 
in a Blase of Glory—Maori, an 18 to 1 
Chance, Wins a Race—The St. Louis 
Meeting Wound Up. 


| Two weeks from yesterday the gates of Wash- | 


ington Park will be thrown open for the fifth an- 
nual summer race meeting of the club, which 
promises to eclipse all previous meetings held 
there. The track, stabling, and other appoint- 
ments of the course never looked better than 
they do now, nor were they ever in better order. 
The meetings at Memphis, Nashville, Lexington, 
Louisville, Latonia, and St. Louis, and the so- 
called classic events decided at those points be- 
come insignificant when compared with Wash- 
ington Park meetings and the grand list of events 
they provide. The Kentucky Derby, of which so 
much was written during the winter, will not be 
classed with the American Derby when the rec- 
ord of each shall have been written. 
Why turf writers are as a rule 80 
effusive over the Kentucky event and 
have so little to say about Washington Park's 
great event is beyond comprehension. The Ken- 
tucky Derby this year was an ordinary race, and 
its value was 84,880. The American Derby now 
has twenty-eight probable starters, and Secre- 
tary Brewster calculates that seventeen will 
face the starter, and the race will be worth over 
617.000. With such a field competing for such a 
stake what kind of an attendance may be ex- 
pected? Last year a Southern turfman who was 
present when C. H. Todd won the Derby de- 
clared that there were more people on the 
grounds than there were in the Rebel army in 
1868, and refused to. listen to any argument to 
convince him thathe was wrong. This year, if 
present, he will rrobably see at the race more 
people than there were in the entire South in 
1868, As last year Lucky Baldwin's colors 
will probably be carried by the favorit. 
Tho successes of Emperor of Nor- 
folk in the East have caused him 
to be regarded as the best 3-year-old in the coun- 
try, and barring accidents he will start a strong 
favorit. So far. however, the race has not been 
won by a favorit, and this year may not prove 
exceptional in this respect. That Emperor of 
Norfolk will be here to start if fit and well may 
be relied upon. for his owner would rather win 
the American Derby than any other race in the 
country. There are those who incline to the be- 
lief that Gallifet will prove the Emperor's con- 
queror. It is said be has greatly improved since 
he ran at Louisville and has an excellent chance 
unless the Emperor proves a phenomenon. A 
victory for him would more popular than that 
of any other prominent candidate, for his owner, 
Bill Barnes, is one of the most popular gentle- 
men on or off the turfin the uth or West, 
It is whispered that Hankins and Says 
are specially preparing their fine colt Billy 
Pinkerton for the race, and expect to win with 
him.. There are few better trainers or shrewder 
turfmen than Johnny Campbell, and if he sends 
Pinkerton to the post the colt will bear close 
watching. J. B. Haggin will probably be repre- 
sented by Falcon and Fitz James, neither of 
which looks dangerous at present; and he is not 
likely to make another such “scratch’’ as he did 
last year with C. H. Todd. which carried his col- 
ors, although owned by D. J. McCarty of white 
hat fame.

JOCKEY SEWARD DEAD. 
Thrown from His Horse in the Clifton 
Races—Kelly to Be Arrested. 


New York, June 9%.—([Special.]—Alexander 
Seward, the jockey, is dead. His death was the 
result of the severe injuries which he received by 
being thrown from his horse in the third race at 
Clifton yesterday. Seward was riding Windsall. 
Brian Boru (Kelly), Windsall (Seward), and 
Kink (Hyslop) were racing side by side until 
they passed the lower turn where Seward on 
Windsall, it is alleged, said; in the hearing of 
Hyslop, who was riding Kink: 
again I will kill you.” 

Seward again moved Windsall up, and Dr. 
Cropper said: Here comes Windsall and he 
will win.” 

„No, he won't.“ said Gabe Caldwell, that boy 
Kelly will cut him.“ 

Scarcely had the words been utterea wnen 
Kelly sent Brian Boru across the track directly 
in front of Windsall. Seward tried hard to pull 
his horse up buthe could not. Windsall stum- 
bled, threw Seward, and fell on the rider. Sew- 
ard was picked up unconscious and he was con 
veyed to St. Joseph’s Hospital, where he died- 
at 3 o’clock this morning without having regained 
consciousness. 

Mike Daly was not at the track yesterday, but 
he and Mr. Gleason both were much affected 
when they learned of their jockey’s cruel veath 
and determined to have Kelly imdicted for man- 
slaughter, and they will spend any amount of 
money to run him down. Kelly had a bad repu- 
tation and has frequently been mixed up in 
maay illegitimate transactions at the track. He 
was fined this week for assaulting Bergen 
and has on several occasions been reprimanded. 
Seward's body was brought to New York on the 
12:08 train from Paterson. It will be shipped to 
his late home in Willimantic, Conn., for buriak 
Kelly has been ruled off the track until the in- 
vestigation is held Monday, and it is likely that 
he will be ruled of the Clifton and Brighton 
Beach tracks for life. Coroner Goodrich has de- 
cided to place him under arrest.

Una B. and Nick Becker’s Day horse Lisland. 
What grounds there are for these complaints the 
writer does not know. but it it well known by all 
who have witaessed the races in which the two 
horses mertioned have started that they have 
acted strangely. 

Jockey Barnes 1s the leading jockey of the 
meeting, having won sixteen out of sixty-one 
mounts. The.richest stake run was the Latonia 
Derby, gross value $4,800; while R. Tucker's 
stable won more money than any other, the 
amount placed to its credit with the 
Santa Rnita stable next at 68. Twenty- 
eight of seventy-six races were won by favorits, 
many of the others going to rank outsiders.

The Liberal-Unionists Rebel Against Him 
and Compel the Government to With- 
draw Its Obnoxious License Measure— 
Temperance People in England Greatly 


Stirred Up and Serious Trouble for the 


Ministry Threatened—The Irish Mem- 
bers Are Resting.

Lokpoy, June ¥.—Several London papers 
are suggesting to the Government the with- 
drawal of the compensation clauses which 
— raised such a storm throughout the 
untry. I may go further ana inform 
you that the Government has al- 
ready made up its mind to with- 
draw these clauses almost uncondition- 
ally, and that likely other surrenders will 
follow. Once more the Ministry have had to 
give way to the Liberal Unionists, who re- 
belled against Chamberlain and gave the 
Ministers warning that if these clauses were 
pressed they would vote with Gladstone, and 
any price must be paid to avert that. Cham- 
berlain defended the clauses, and the Govern- 
ment thought they were. safe. It now 
turns out that, small as Chamberlain’s 
party is, he cannot manage it. Overboard go 
the clauses and Chamberlain is left in a 
singularly foolish position. This is a serious 
blow to the Ministry, and something worse 
is to come. The temperance interests have 
been tremendously stirred up, and, to ap- 
pease it, the higher class of dealers have 
been sacrificed; but now itis their turn. As 
a rule, they have supported the Conservative 
party. They are worse off under it than they 
would be under Liberal rule. Ritchie's bill 
adds 20 per cent to their licenses, exposes 
them to the risk of having their houses 
closed Sundays and holidays, and places 
them under the control of the country 
councils. Their worst enemies could not 
do much more by way of beginning. 
Is it to be supposed that they will 
sit down quietly and bear this from the 
men for whom they have voted? No, they 
will get up an agitation, withdraw their sup- 
port from the Conservatives, come to terms 
with the Liberals, and so try to get some se- 
curity for the tuture, These compensation 
clauses, one way and another, would lose 
one-third of the Conservatives their 
seats if we had an election 
next week. The approaching election at Ayr 
is, I hear on excellent authority, already lost, 
and one more Liberal-Unionist seat will be 
transferred to the Giadstonians. At this 
rate where will Chamberlain's party be a 
year hence? So much for the first results of 
this Local Government bill, 
has just been sent on its perilous 
Voyage through the committee. All 
the Tories are sore about it. Why 
have they been dragged into this mess? Why 
could not the Government have left the whole 
subject alone? Loud are their complaints 
and repinings, but Lord Salisbury sits up 
aloft and hears them not. This is one result 
of having a Prime Minister in the House of 
Lords. He is far removed from 
his followe and gages public opinion 
from the London newspapers and by the re- 
ports of his party whips. He forgets that 
both are seasoned to suit his palate. Weare 
now in this ition. The Tories are angry 
with the Ministry, the Liberal-Unionists 
would desert it to-morrow if they could find 
safer anchorage, and the temperance 
interest has gained a great victory. 
The drink interest will be furious. All 
the supporters of some check being 
placed upon the drink traffic will oppose the 
Conservative party at the future elections. 
What a spectacle is this. As soon as the 
Ministry ventured to go into its boasted En- 
glish legislation it arifted towards the rocks. 
The cry of the union being in danger cannot 
do much for it now. I think — 1 gener- 


are getting a little ti of that 
cry. Anyhow, it has been repeated 
so often and on such frivolous occa- 


sions that it begins to fall on deaf ears. This 
rash and blundering intermeddling with the 
drink trade nas driven the Irish question out 
ot sight, and it was the best thing that could 
happen for Ireland, considering the deadlock 
to which her affairs had been brought. The 
Irish members cannot do better for a time 
than to leave the Government to muddle 
along with its Local Government bill how it 
Gan, settling with its own supporters the 
numerous subjects of difference that must 
inevitably arise. Irish interference would 
again unite Liberal-Unionists and Conserva- 
tives. Parnell is always about the House, 
but seldom.in it. His followers might for 
the present wisely follow his example. A 
cloud is growing in another quarter. In spite 
of ali the smooth talk of Salisbury and Stan- 
hope the people are getting really disquieted 
about the condition of the army and 
navy. If they only knew the truth, that we 
have no powder in the country for our large 
guns, no ironciads that can be trusted far out 
of port, no adequate reserve stores, no proper 
es—all.facts brought out in the recent 
Parliamentary committees, but as yet hidden 
from the public. They know enough, how- 
ever, to convince them that all is not 
weil with their affairs. They sus- 
pect the existence in the public depart- 
ments of jobbery and corruption. Day by 
day some factor otheris coming to light 
which proves that thereisa flavor of the 
Metropolitan Board of Works in most of our 
great State bureaus. Fresh cases of extrava- 
gance in the War Office and jobbery over 
contracts will shortly be brought out. 
The grossest mis management at the 
Admiralty will be exposed. Can the 
Government meet these indictments 
by cut and dried official evasions or de- 
lusive denials? Idoubtit. The facts will be 
too strong for that method of treatment. De- 
dend upon it, we are on the eve of one of 
those great popular uprisings against long- 
standing abuses which leak out occasion- 
ally in all countries and carry every- 
thing before them. People here have 
not yet realized that their money 
is not only extravagantly but in 
many instances dishonestly made away with. 
As soon as they clearly see that, down will 
go the whole house of cards. The exposure 
of the Metropohtan Board of Works, which I 
long ago prepared you for, 1s haying a great 
effect on the public mind. The people be- 
lieved in its integrity; tney now 
find that it was what some of us 
always supposed. The idea is abroad that 
corruption has spread its taint far and wide 
in the public service. Every new fact that 
comes to light will deepen this impression. 1 
can only say that many such facts must be 
disclosea before the session is over. If Lord 
pi pat A keeps in office men who defend 
and palliate gross abuses he will not save 
either them or himself. We shal! perha 
hear something of tnese things next week.

LIBRARIAN HILD’S REPORT. 


Interesting Facts and Figures About the 
Public Library. 

The Public Library Board met yesterday 
and listened to the annual report of the offi- 
cers, the substance of which is all summed 
up in the report of the librarian, F. H. Hild. 
There have been added to the library the 
last year by purchase and gift 13,287 vol- 
umes, a larger accession than for any year 
since 1875. The total numbér of volumes in 
the library is 138,902. This enumeration puts 
us for extent third in the rank of the public 
libraries in the United States. The ag- 

egate circulation of books was 993,339. 

‘he amount expended for books was $12,140. 
The accessions of the year include many rare 
and costly books. The most important bene- 
faction of the year is the bequest of the late 
Rev. William Henry Ryder, D. D., by whose 
last will and testament this library receives 
$10,000, 11s first legacy. The number of vol- 


umes donated were 43,139, a larger 
number than has been reported 
since the organization of the library, 


The present number of rsons holding 
cards which entitle them to draw books from 
the library is 30,745, The number reported 
last year was 29,228. The number of cards 
issued during the year was 15,362, of which 
9,464 were to males and 5,898 to females. The 
registration reported last year was 15,383. 
The circulating department has been open 
for the delivery of books 307 days during the 
year, and the number of volumes taken out‘ 
for home use was 709,527, of which 136,682 
were issued from the delivery stations. he 
daily average was 2,311 volumes. The amount 
received for fines was $4.053. 

The delivery stations continue to add large- 
ly to the usefulness of the library. Seven 
stations have been in operation during the 
year. The number of volumes issued from 
the stations was 136,682, being more than 
one-fifth of the booxs taken from the library 
for home use. The number reported last 
year was 123,036. It is estimated that the 
average cost to the Ubrary of delivering 
each volume at the delivery stations was 
tour and a half cents.

MARLBOROUGH IS TO MARRY. 


The Bride Will Be His Divorced Wife, and 
Not an American Woman. 

Lonpow, June 9.—The news of society to- 
day is that the Duke of Marlborough is sure- 
ly to marry again. The renovations at Blen- 
heim, the new orchid house, and the general 
refurbishing and refurnishing of park and 
castle have suggested for several months the 
coming of a bride, but it has only been this 
last week that the tongves of delighted 
friends have divuiged the secret they have 
carried for some time. The Duke of Marl- 
borough, according to good authority, is to 
marry his divorced wife, the Marchioness of 
Blandford, in a month’s time. 

This announcement is the more surprising 
coming,as it does,after the many stories from 
America of the Duke’s infatuation for one 
and another charming American woman. It 
is only a few weeks, indeed, since the story 
that he wus to bring to England with him no 
less a person than Mrs. uis Hamersley 
of New York was circulated, it being an- 
nounced as that lady’s express wish that the 
ceremony which should make her Duchess of 
Marlborough should take place at Blen- 
heim. This has been denied only in a 
half-hearted fashion, and has probably 
gained more credence among those who know 
the Duke slightly than any other rumor save 
the old one that he was to lead to the altar 
his friend and erstwhile hostess, Mrs. Paran 
Stevens of New York. 

But the friends of the Duke, who have 
known what was going on in “the funny 
little man's mind, have shrugged their 
shoulders and said nothing. The situation, 
socially speaking, for both the Duke 
of Marlborough and the Marchioness of 
Blandford since the latter obtained her 
divorce from the former because of his infi- 
delity has been one with many embarrassing 
drawbacks. The Marchioness, in the first 
place, condoned the infidelity which had 
caused the Duke to appear as corespondent 
in the divorce suit between the late Earl of 
Aylesford and his wife, and after a short 
separation returned to him and lived with 
him as his wife. After this reunion there 
Was born to the Marchioness of Bland- 
ford another child, but because of 
gross cruelty and infidelity 3 the 
period immediately preceding its birth the 
wife left her husband and began a suit for 
divorce. When the divorce was granted the 
usual English custom of giving to the mother 
the custody of the children of an unfaithful 
father was departed from, and the Duke was 
allowed the care, together with his mother, 
the old Duchess of Marlborough, of his 
son and heir. This, then, is undoubtedly 
the first consideration which has moved the 
Marchioness of Blandford to take the con- 
templated step. In the second place, by mar- 
rying, she will become Duchess of Marl 
borough, and will be relieved from the awk- 
ward ban which English prejudice places 
upon @ woman, however wronged she may 
be, as long as she lives divorced and un- 
married. 

The Marchioness of Blandford is possessed 
of ahandsome fortune in her own right. 
Their. marriage will, therefore, not only 
augment toa not inconsiderable amount the 
fortune and estates of the Duke, but will 
open to him the doors of many houses at 
present tightly closed. The Marchioness of 
Biandford 1s one of the beautiful daughters 
of the late Duke of Abercorn, and in that 
way connected with many ot the families of 
the entire peerage. 


HONORED BY CAMBRIDGE. 


Degrees Conferred Upon the Leading En- 
glish Statesmen and Scientists. 
LonpDON,J une 9,—There was a brilliant gath- 
ering at Cambridge University when honor- 
ary degrees were conferred upon Lord Salis- 
bury, Mr. Balfour, Lord Randolph Churchill, 
John Bright, Lord Selbourne, Lord Raleigh, 
Lord Rosebery, Mr. Goschen, Lord Acton, 
Sir Archibald Alison, Prof. Stokes, Sir Fred- 
erick Abel, Prof. Adams, Prof. Cayley, and 
Prince Albert Victor.

The ceremony was attended by the Prince 
and Princess of Wales and many members 
of the nobility.

His contributions 
to science and literature have not so far ex- 
tended beyond a tew brief addresses ex- 
pressly written for him, and yet he donned 
the red gown of the university which Dar- 
win did not receive until he was70 and which 
John Stuart Mill was entirely denied, with 
more assurance than did Lord Salisbury or

THE AMERICAN EXCHANGE, 


Creditors Discover that a Mortgage Had 
Been Piaced Upon the Lease. 

LONDON, June 9.—The court has ordered 
the winding up of the American Exchange in 
Europe (limited), which recently suspended. 
Counsel for the exchange stated that notb- 
ing had been done for the creditors since 
the last hearing, and the company, therefore, 
petitioned fora winding up of its affairs. 
The capital of the company was £1,000,000, 
divided into 500,000 shares. The concern 
was insolvent, and the petitioners de- 
sired to protect its assets. Counsel 
said that his clients had had the capital 
ready to reconstruct the company, but at the 
last moment they had discovered that the 
‘lease of the exchange, which was a valuable 
asset, had been secretly mortgaged. This 
transaction counsel described as a fraud. 
Mr. Robinson, representing creditors to the 
extent of £20,000, and Mr. Mapleson, who is 
himself a creditor to the amount of $300, both 
applied to be appointed to conduct the liyui- 
dation.

A preamble to the budget states that, 
though all the European Cabinets are united 
in desiring peace, circumstances neverthe- 
less imperatively indicate that an increase ia 
Austro-Hungary defenses is the surest safe- 
guard of peace.

THE ART OF THE GARDENER. 


Developed to a Remarkable Degree in the 
Chicago Parks. 

It is not generally known among the thou- 
sand @>f people who visit our beautitul South 
Park that nearly all the trees there are of 
alien growth. Sixteen years ago the trees 
along Grand boulevard were set out, and of 
all that beautify the park those fine old wil- 
lows over by “the Retreat” are alone na- 
tives, the others being imported mainly from 
the Eastern States. Along in frontof where 
the conservatory now stands there was a 
marsh fed by the many springs in the low 
land adjacent. All this has sn drained, 
fillea in, and made solid earth. Mr. Kanst, 
the gardener, points out an ash tree just 
back of his cottage, now tall and vigorous, 
which, when he moved there, was a mere 
whip-stalk, the top of which his Dboys, 
now 14 and 15 years old, used to bend down 
to the ground to see it spring back, and the 
cicatrix on its trunk is a souvenir of the 
household cat of that period, who used to dig 
its claws into the bark. 

The fine thoroughfare now known as 
Drexel boulevard was first named Open 
Park Way,“ and was thus first lettered on 
sward at Forty-seventh street. The land- 
scape gardener who planned the park has 
made much of the flat piece of ground he had 
to deal with. Vistas and glimoses of water 
here and there, with the wide expanse of 
eme turf; fountains and owering 
shrubs; brilliant foliage beds; masses of 
vivid colorings, and wide, wind- 
ing, beautiful drives make the parks 
attractive to citizen and stranger. From the 
middle of May until November they are en- 
joyed by thousands of people, old and young, 
and each division of the city can properly 
boast of its own park, each possessing its 
own individual attractions.

' AGAINST THE PANAMA LOTTERY, 


A French Authority Denounces the Last 
Plan for Floating the Canal Loan. 

Translated from the Teonomiste Francais: 
Some weeks ago the Chamber sanctioned a 
regrettable measure which has for its object 
to push the innocent public to lose some mill- 
ions more in the Gulf of Panama. In spite 
of our repeated warnings during the 
last four years, that mad enterprise 
has already swallowed up nearly 1,100,- 
000,000 francs. It will require at least 
as much more to make an al- 


most impracticable lock canal, which perhaps 
will not earn its operating expenses. That 
consideration, which was judiciously devel- 
oped by Deputies Goirand, Rondeleux, and 
others, should have made the Chamber 
pause. Another motive should have led it 
to reflect, that the Panama enterprise is, to a 
certain extent, a suspected enterprise, 
ana that no one knows exactly what 
judicial steps await it. The confidence 
of the shareholders, at the time of the 
subscription, was won by the assertion in 
the prospectus of a fact the emptiness of 
which has since been demonstrated—to-wit: 
the pretented Couvreux and Hersent ‘treaty. 
There is no certainty that some day the 
shareholders may not seize upon that clause 
of the prospectus of issue as a ground for de- 
manding the annulment of the society. That 
was a sufficient reason why the Chamber 
should have refrained from mixing in any 
manner inan undertaking with so strange a 
prospectus. 

However that may be, the Chamber has 
enacted a measure authorizing the Panama 
Company to issue lottery bonds, but it has 
not taken care of one point, and that is that 
its law is inapplicable, as it is easy to show. 
That law contains in the first article a para- 
graph (4) as follows: 

The repayment of this loan in a maximum pe. 
riod of ninety-nine years, and the payment of 
the prizes, shall be guaranteed by a sufficient de- 
positin trust of French rentes or of securities 

uaranteed by the French Government. The 

niversal Inter-Oceanic Canal Company of Pan- 
ama, to answer to the obligation imposed upon 
it, is authorized to increase, upon the same 
conditions, the said loan of 600,000,000 Dy the 
sum necessary to constitute the guarantee 
fund, such increase of the loan not to exceed 20 
per cent upon the original sum, 

We say that that article is inapplicable, and 
for this reason: When the Panama Company 
issues its lottery ban, whether by a single 
operation or in two subscriptions, it will in- 
crease the 600,000,000 or the 300,000,000 by 20 
per cent.. Suppose that it divides the loan in 
two; it will announce the opening of a sub- 
scription for 360,000,000—to-wit: 300,000,000 
for its own use and 60,000,000 to be invested 
in rentes for the guarantee of the redemp- 
tion and the prizes. It will calculate these 
prizes on the revenue from the 60,000,000, ap- 
proximately, according to the present value 
of rentes; say 2,000,000 francs. Of this sum 
the repayment of the bonds in ninety-nine 
years will require about 300,000 francs, leav- 
ing approximately 1,700,000 francs for the 
prizes. 

The company then inserts in its prospectus 
that it will 8 so many prizes of 100,000 
francs, or of 200,000, or of 500,000. Very 
well; there ‘would be no difficulty if it were 
certain that the loan 1s to be completely 
subscribed. But it is almost certain that the 
loan will not de completely covered. For 
four or five years no loan of the Panama 
Company has been all taken, and there is 
no reason for its being so. this 
time. The 4 per cent loan, issued in 1884, 
produced 105,000,000 instead of the 129,000,000 
asked for. The loan repayable at 1,000 francs, 
issued iv 1886, yielded only 206,000,000 out of 
225,000,000 offered. The loan of 1887 was for 
220,000,000, and only 114,000,000 were taken; 
and that of March, 1888, which was to bring 
161,000,000, produced barely 50,000,000. So that 
none of Panama’s last four loans was com- 
pletely subscribed; the last ones fell off to a 
half and a third, because confidence was 
lacking and the clientage was drained, 

It is almost certain that the coming loan 
will not be completely subscribed. Perhaps 
only a half will be taken, perhaps a third or 
only a quarter. Then what will become of 
the promised prizes, which are to be guaran- 
teed by an investment in French rentes! 
The company, issuing its loan of 360, 
000,000, of which 60,000,000 must be 
placed in trust, anrounces that it 
will give so many prizes of 500,000 francs, of 
200,000, of 100,000; but if its loan be not cov- 
ered, except to one-half or one-quarter of the 
amount, one of three th®@gs must happen; 
either it cannot give these prizes, or 
the prizes will be no longer guaranteed by 
French rentes, or the company must place 
in trust much more than 20 per cent of the 
money received. In this way the law may 
not be applicable, and the public, with the 
complicity of Parliament, may be led into 
error. It may even happen that if the com- 
pany promise a large prize, as 500,000 or 
1,000,000 francs, and the subscription never- 
theless prove moderate, it would become ab- 
solutely impossible for it to place in trust a 
sum sufficient to guarantee its single large 
prize. How would is escape from that di- 
lema? 

But there is another difficulty. If, in ten 
or fifteen years, as is not impossible, we 
follow Mr. Goschen’s example and convert 
our 8 per cents into 2% and 24 per cents, the 
redemption of the bonds and the 
payment of the prizes of the 
Panama Company would cease to 
be integrally guaranteed by the deposit of 
rentes. This eventuality has not been con- 
templated, yet it is probable. The para- 
graphs of the law which we have quoted 
above may be seen, upon consideration, to be 
absolutely inapplicabie. Our heedless legis- 
lators will have simply helped to set @ snare 
for the public.

PROS AND CONS OF THE LUMBER TARIFF. 


Bits of Argument from the Five-Minute 
Speeches in the House. 

From the Congressional Record: Mr. Weaver 
—Mr. Chairman, the venerable gentleman 
from Pennsylvania [Mr. Kelley] and the gen- 
tleman from Maine [Mr. Reed] cannot both 
be right. The gentleman from Pennsylvania 
appeals to the committee not to de- 
troy the iumber industry of this coun- 
try. How can it destroy this industry 
if the other contention of the. gentie- 
man be correct that the price of lumber is 
not increased by the tariff? Tne gentleman 
from Maine contends that the price of lum- 
ber will ngt be affected. Then I ask what harm 
is there in placing lumber on the free list! 
The speech of the gentleman’ from Maine is 
a complete contradiction of the position 
taken by the gentleman from Pennsylvania. 
The gentlemen are both wrong. It will re- 
—— the price without bankrupting any- 


v. 
The gentleman from Maine took good care 
not to deny that the lumber interests are 
combined in a trust“ for the purpose of 
limiting the supply and 9 prices 
ot lumber. It is not only true—nhistorically 
true, and I refer, gentlemen, to an article in 
the North American Review, by Mr. Lioyd, as 
far back as 1884, and to a recent work pub- 
lished by Wilham B. Cook of the New York 
bar; itis not only true that this lumber in- 
terestis engaged in a trust to limit the 
supply and control the price, but itis also 
true that they control the local dealers and 
require them to sell at a schedule price also. 
And, sir, by reason of their further com- 
bination with the transportation monopolies, 
no man can engage in the lumber business 
without the consent of the Lumber Trust 
and the transportation companies, which to- 
gether constitute one of the most unconscicn- 
abie trusts ever organized in this or any 
other country. Itis organized for the pur- 
2 of plundering the people who are 
ar removed from the at centres 
of lumber manufacture. I challenge the 
gentleman to deny before the American 
ple that this lumber industry 1s engaged Ia a 
trust, the object of which is to absolutely de- 
termine who may and who may not deal in 
lumber, to limit the production, and to con- 
trol the price—a criminal organization at 
common law because in the nature of a con- 
spiracy in restraint of trade. 

Now, as an appeal has been made in behalf 
of these trusts' by gentiemen on the other 
side of the House, I stand here and make my 
appeal in dehalf of the people of the West 
who consume this lumber. [Applause on the 
Democratic side.] Let this trust take its 
clutch from the throats of the people and 
quit robbing the consumer. Let them pay 
some respect to other people’s industries, 
which are just as sacred and should be as in- 
violable as their own. 

Now, I wish to call the attention of the 
gentieman to the fact that the law of 1883 
also put railroad ties of wood on the free list. 
The railroads buy them ready hewn in Can- 
ada, made by cheap Canadian labor, ship 
them over here by the million, and thus they 
obtain cheap ties for their roads. But they 
are unwilling to treat the people with equal 
fairness. The same law puts the lumber 
which my constituents must use in construct- 
ing their houses, their granaries, and their 
barns on the dutiable list at a rate of from $2 
to $3 per thousand feet. is an unmiti- 
gated shame.

Allow me to say, sir, in this matter that 
the property invested in the lumber interest 
equally in my friend’s district and in my lo- 
cality within the last fifteen years has risen 
in value to an extent I am sure of not less 
than 300 to 500 percent, whereas the property 
of the agricultural community, who are com- 
pelled to pay $2 a thousand feet to support 
and enrich this lumber interest, has not risen 
1 per cent. = 

These are the facts for our consideration. 
And yet tnis tariff law compels the agricul- 
turists, men who purchase from the lumber 
men, to pay a heavy tribute to them; and I 
repeat that within the last tifteen years this 
agricultural property has not risen 1 per cent 
to match the increase of 300 to 500 per cent 
which this protection has afforded to the 
lumber men. Itis time that this condition 
of things was brought toanend. It is time 
that we stop making these poor men sup- 
port the millionaires. To keep up any longer 
this state of things is simply to legalize in- 
justice, and although some of my best friends 
in the wowd are manufacturers of lumber, I 
cannot vote to sustain this condition of 
things.

THE RESOLUTION WAS SUPPRESSED. 


A Bit of Sleight-of-Hand Work at the 5t. 
St. Louis Convention. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 9.—[Special.}— 
C. D. O’Brien of the Minnesota delegation 
created a sensation here today by his story 
of how his resolution relative to the extradi- 
tion treaty failed to come before the St. 
Louis Convention. The text of the resolu- 
tion prepared by. Mr. O'Brien was as follows: 
A just consideration of the interests of our 
foreign-born citizens requires that the extradi- 
tion treaty now pending in the Senate between 
the United States and Great Britain should be 
carefully revised, so that no person shall be sur- 
rendered thereunder except for crimes named 
in said treaty, and that its provisions shall in no 
wise apply to agrarian or political offenses. 
Why it was never heard from is told by Mr. 
O’Brien, who says: “At a meeting of the 
full committee Wednesday evening the reso- 
lution was brought up by Mr. Stringer and 
it was indorsed and approved, but when they 
came to look for the resolution Mr. Watter- 
son, who was Chairman of the sub-commit- 
tee, claimed that he had lost or mislaid it. 
As Mr. Stringer could not reproduce une text 
the matter was deferred until he could see 
me, and it was referred to the sub-committee 
with power to act, the committee to meet at 9 
o’clock Thursday. Mr. Stringer notified the 
sub-committee to meet at that hour, which 
they did. Gov. Abbett of New Jersey 
changed the form of the resolution 
somewhat, and it was 
Leon Abbett, John Dymond, A. E. , 
and William H. Sims. It was left with Sims 
to be signed and incorporated with the 
other resolutions. At 10 o’clock, when 
the convention met, and before it was 
called to order, Sims brought the resolution 
to the Minnesota delegation with a pencil in- 
dorsement signed by Henry Watterson and 
A. PF. Gorman, saying: Not to be passed.’ 
It was shown to me by Sims, and the in- 
dorsement was torn off. I would have of- 
fered it myself, but Stringer was sure it 
would be reported by the committee.

THE “INVINCIBLE ARMADA.” 


A New Version of an Old Story—Little 
Religious Motive in the Undertaking. 

Among the various things which are under- 
going revision in England just now is the 
story of the Invincibie Armada. According 
to the popular and long-established version 
this enterprise wasa religious one, under- 
taken by Philip for the purposeof forcibly 
converting the English to Catholicism, and 
the thumbscrews and boots and pulleys by 
which heretivs were to be tortured into con- 
viction are still showninthe Tower.

The preparations which 
are being made for the celebration of the 
tercentenary of the English victory in July, 
1588, have lea to a more through exami- 
nation of the records, and the result 
Was communicated to the public in a 
lecture at the Royal Institution in London a 
fortnight ago by Mr. John K. 18 the 
Protessor of Modern History at King’s Col- 
lege, London, and Chairman of the ndon 
Committee for the Commemoration of the 
Tercentenary. He says the truth is that there 
was very little religous motive in the under- 
taking at all. England had been engaged in pi- 
ratica! hostilities against Spain for years, and 
had assisted the revolted Netheriands, and 
Philip had already tried to get even with 
Elizabeth by encouraging plots against her 
life. Moreover, the numbers, comparative 
size, and armament ef the Spanish ships 
have been greatly exaggerated. There was 
little difference in size between the largest 
English and Spanish ships. The size of tne 
Spanish crews was exaggerated also, and 
the English guns were actually the heavier. 
The Spanish Capitana threw a broadside of 
only 195 pounds, while the English Triumph, 
of the same size, threw 400 pounds. he 
same disparity in weight of metal was found 
in the sunken ships. ot.

DEVELOPMENTS IN THE NEW YORK 
AQUEDUCT INVESTIGATION. 


It Has Led to the Exposure and Apprehen- 
sion of the Leaders of a Ring Who Have 
Been Operatlug on the Canadian Border 
for Years—The Cunning Manner in Which 
They Covered Up Their Tracks—Further 
Arrests in San Francisco Promised in the 
Near Future. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 9.—The arrest of 
an alleged opium-smuggier here by the Fed- 
eral authorities proves to be of even greater 
importance than was at first thought, from 
the fact that it has already led to the ex- 
posure and arrest of the leaders of a gang of 
smugglers who have been operating on the 
Canadian border for years. It has long been 
known to the Treasury Department that a 
gang was smuggling large amounts of the 
drug into the country, but until the arrest 
here all efforts to break up the traffic have 
been unavailing. Not until yesterday did the 
capture of the opium and the man who called 
himself Winters become known. 

For five weeks past James McHale of Chi- 
cago and William Hussey of New York, spe- 
cial agents of the Treasury Department, 
have been on the trall of a ton of opium 
which left Victoria, B. C., May 8, consigned 
to Fran Yon, No. 187 Church street, Toronto, 
the Eastern agent of Opium Pete,” she 
head of the gigantic opium smuggling ring 
of San Francisco, Cal. It arrived at 
Toronto May 18. Several days ago 1,000 
pounds, valued at $20,000, were shipped to 
Mooreton, Ont., a few miles below Port 
Huron, where it was run across the river by 
small boats and delivered to a “fence” by 
the name of Red Saunders, who keeps a 
small grocery two miles down the river. The 
consignment was taken the same night to 
Smith’s Creek, a small station on the 
Grand Trunk Railway, whence it was 
shipped by express to Indianapolis. The se- 
cret officers reached the grocery only a few 
minutes after the shipment had been made, 
and, upon learning at the express office that 
the consignment had been expressed to In- 
dianapolis, they immediately telegraphed to 
Collector Kuhn to arrest the consignee and 
seize the goods. Early Friday morning the 
looked-for express package was found at the 
American Express office, and it was not lon 
aiterward until the consignee appeared an 
claimed the goods.

A NEW PARISIAN INDUSTRY. 


High Heels and Pointed Toes Have Made 
De-Hoofers Busy and Rich. 

Mrs. Crawford’s Letter in London Truth: 
Since the high heel and pointed toe have had 
time to do their work, the chiropodist is ris- 
ing to as money-making a position as tne 
American dentist. The women who operate 
in the public baths for ladies have more work 
than they can attend to, and are raising their 
fees, according to the state of the pairs of 
feet which they are asked to attend to. 
There are women who are able, when the 
fine world is in Paris, to make from £3 to £5 
a day by what is called de-hoofing. 

Be it remembered that the high-heeled boot 
or shoe, by throwing the whole weight of the 
body on tne tightened-up toes, deadens them 
and the rest of the foot, and brings the 
whole member, so far as the distribution of 
muscular force and nervous vitality go, into 
much the same state as a horse’s hoof. The 
de-hoofing process begins with a warm bran 
or tato-stareh foot-bath, followed by a 
quick plunge in cold water, after which there 
is shampooing with eau-de-Cologne, or some- 
thing else, to help a reaction. Then there 
is a gymnastic pu ~~ out and moving up and 
down and from side to side of individ- 
ual toes, which remmdas one of the piggy- 

game which nurses play with the pedal 
extremities of babies. The nurse, beginning

Many “artistic” costumes and evening 
toilets are sent over from London and Paris 
and al proportion of the gowns received 
from } g designers abroad show antique 
or picturesque effects drawn from historical 
sources. Ihere is a constant demand for 
novel designs and striking features in dress. 
The sixteenth century, from beginning to 
end, is studied for inspiration, and leaders 
of fashion are copying portraits of Queen 
Claude of France and Marie de’ Medicis, to- 
gether with all the noted beauties of their 
time. The costumes produced are mag 
nificent, but they are not always 
either becoming or appropriate to the 
peopie who elect. for them. Two superb 
gowns recentiy sent to Washi n were in 
exact copy of the pictures of Anne Boleyn 
and Diana de Poitiers. u, costumes are 
seen closely resembling the Catharine de’ 
Medicis style, from the beaded, armor-like 
co and close-fitting sleeves, with stiff 
rounded poufs at the top, to the coin-covered 
aumònieère depending from the silver girdle. 
At an artists’ dinner recently given in this 
city, @ lady artist appeared in a gown of 
primrose satin and moiré. The waist was 
short, and the sleeves slashed and puffed. 
The co opened in front over a necker- 
chief of rich yellow lace, fastened at the 
throat by alarge old-fashioned brooch con- 
taining a cameo head of Queen Catharine. 

Large round hats of fine black Milan are 
faced with black velvet and gracefully 
trimmed with long scarfs of Brussels or Span-

She uses her hands and 
arms constantly, and gets a good deal of ex- 
ercise one way or acother during this sub- 
dued hour. Unhappily, she can’t bestow her 
physique and her sturdy mind on her bearers 
—these languishing young maids and matrons 
about her knees, and who cling to her as a 
sort of hair-shirt. She tells one of her little 
stories, and under the influence of the mo- 
ment some of the women yield to an expan- 
siveness which, when they had been braced 
up by a hearty lunch, must have astonished 
themselves. 

Now, all this has been preliminary to an- 
other large association. It has most attract- 
ive features. It is just the sort of thing that 
999 men in 1.000 would agree was emimently 
womanly and fitting. But I am not a man, 
and don’t care a twopence for the ideal. I 
believe in doing all the good you can and say- 
ing nothing about it, as some one wise man 
has said before me. Our friend the Bishop’s 
widow, who performed her little actin the 
car, is a representative of the new religious 
phase. The Irishwoman who gave a tired 
girl the edge of a seat is an old-fashioned 
person. The ethics and esthetics of the sit- 
uation you are as good a judge of as 1. 

But as a woman and physician I deplore 
all this religious self-consciousness and habits 
of introspection. It sooh becomes morbid. 
1 don’t believe it is any more wholesome to 
be always contemplating your moral and 
spiritual insides than your lungs, or heart, or 
stomach. Every medical school will warn 
you against that. Nor dol believe in trans- 
muting those little kindly acts which we all 
are bound to render one another in this vale 
of tears into waves of religious emotion.“

THE NEW SPHERES OF WOMAN NOT 
ALL BETTER THAN THE OLD 


In Forty Years Woman Has Entered Many 
Fields Before Occupied Only by Men—Is 
It Certain that She Has Improved Her 
Condition?—Her Nature Must Suffer by 
Contact with Coarseness—Can She Soft- 
en Men Without Hardening Herself ?— 
Her Value in a Home. 


New York Star: Forty years ago the lady 
clerk, lady bookkeeper, lady cashier, lady 
telegraph operator, the woman anywhere, 
save in kitchen or cotton factory, was quite 
unknown. The lady physician had not come 
to the front. She would have met little favor 
had she done so. Woman in the pulpit was 
also phenomenal. So was woman on the 
platform. Now women fill all these places, 
and are filling more and more. This is a 
great change within forty years—greater 
than any change in this respect than for 400 
years preceding. If woman keeps on at this 
rate, what will happen by A. D. 1988? 

But is all this change beneficial to woman? 
The past for her had its abuses—gross ones, 
too. But is change always real reform! What 
is the present result? Woman has taken a 
place by man’s side in the struggle for a live- 
lihood. In the store and the office she works 
as many hours and as hard and receives 
sometimes as much and sometimes 
less pay than he does. Leaving out the 
question of equal compensation with 
man for her services, I would ask, 
Is the feminine organization and nature as 
well fitted to work as man works in 
any calling? Is it good for a sensitive, re- 
fined girl tobe placed in any position where 
she must come in contact and deal with all 
manner of men, the coarse, rude, and over- 
bearing, as well as the gentleman? Do we 
not see women who have long filied such po- 
sitions covered as to manner, bearing, and 
éven sentiment with a sort of masculine 
armor which strikes one somewhat unpleas- 
antly? Such covering becomes for them a 
necessity, a matter of self-protection. It is 
often unconsciously acquired. 

Perhaps you say a lady can bea lady any- 
where and preserve ail the peculiar charm of 
femininity and womanliness.” I beg leave 
to differ. Place a retined girl in a position 
where she must, month in aud month out, 
deal and come in contact with coarser nat- 
ures nine-tenths of the time and one of 
these two results will follow: She 
will either be unable to endure 
the position, or she will unconsciously 
acquire and take on some of the 
coarseness by which she is surrounded. We 
are all affected and influenced by our closest 
surrounding of everyday association. Ifyou 
are compelled to live for months in a coal 
mine and among miners and see, hear, and 
speak with only that class you might be sur- 
prised on emerging and going into a differ- 
ent social order to find how much of coal- 
mine thought, idea, and phraseology you had 
unconsciously acquired. 

On the other band, a refined woman’s 
presence in store, office, or any place where 
men mostly congregate, has a softening and 
refining influence. It checks the coarse 
word and vulgar jest. It puts menon their 
good behavior. But isthis always gained 
without a certain loss to the woman? here 
coarse thought has long been rampant, it is 
only suppressed, not destroyed, and the 
woman’s more sensitive nature will feel such 
thought, and teel it oppressively, and such 
aes 2 either becomes in time an injurious 
shackle or she will to some extent give way 
to it and unconsciously become a part of it. 

I do not think that woman is well fitted, 
physically or mentally, to go into the rough 
and tumble of the world’s business and fight 
it out alongside of the Wan. I mean by 
„rough and tumble“ any occupation she 
may engage in, be it teaching, clerking, book- 
keeping—anything where she labors as long 
and as arduously as the man. That does not 
seem to me her place, for she has a place and 
a sphere as man has his place and sphere. 
Man did not make this place for her—Nature 
did. As man’s helpmate she should be 
man’s rest. If the two, man and wife, are 
both participants in what we call the strug- 
gle for existence,“ they both are equally tired 
with the struggle. If both are weary they 
can only give each other weariness. If one 
is rested, that one can give the other rest. 
The rested one should be the woman—the 
wife. If she be a wife, a real wife, she 
will, through such rest, give her com- 
panion strength, cheer, courage, and m- 
spiration for the next day’s effort. 
if she has been in the office working at the 
desk all dav she cannot. There is a great 
factor in social matters known as the home, 
and it is woman only who can make the 
home. At present there are relatively few 
homes, though many houses, where men and 
women eat and drink together. A real home, 
with a bright, cheerful, rested woman in it, 
is worth far more to a man, even in dollars 
and cents, than anything the woman may 
earn by any other effort. 

„Now,“ you say, But what are you goin 
to do with all the single women who mus 
earn their bread?”? I don’t know. I think it 
is anunhealthy and unnatural state of affairs 
that there should be so many single women. I 
find in all nature where man has not med- 
dled, that birds and animals are generaily 
found in pairs, and they pair off at an early 
age, too. With us it is different. Many 
never do pair at all. I cannot lock upon a 
woman as a whole woman, or a man 
as a whole man, until they are paired 
—really paired, I mean—alike in sentiment, 
taste, aims, motive, and inspiration. Then 
the men and women find their respective 
spheres of action as naturally and easily as 
you find air to breathe. Perhaps you say: 
‘* But this is not dealing with the present sit- 
untion.“ I think it is. I think the present 
is always dealt with best by indicating the 
certain possibilities of the future. hen 
you know a possibility, when it strikes the 
chord of truth within ey and you know it 
for a truth, you are on the road and are mak- 
ing your path toward such possibility. 

Miere is a place and a‘ sphere“ for 
the feminine nature and feminine mind that 
have thus far been little recognized. She is 
the source, and only source, of man’s tnspira- 
tion. By inspiration 1 mean plan, idea, 
device, scheme, and invention in any calling. 
Man cannot live without the feminine spirit- 
val element about him. When you put 
hordes of men together, as they are 
sometimes placed in armies or settlements 
and separated from the other sex, 
they grow not only coarse but stupid and 
dulled in intellect. Where you find woman 
best caréd for, best shielded from the world’s 
roughness, and at the same time most re- 
spected, you find the most masculine power 
and the most rounded-out masculine natures. 
Why? Because the feminine nature belong- 
ing to that man, and that man only, when 80 
protected as you would protect any delicate 
instrument, is then in the position to give 
him that strength which he uses as his 
rougher plane of effort.

But just as the glory of 
Buddha 1— only to the eyes of the faith- 
ful on the bosom of the mists which spread 
over the valleys beneath the mountain tem- 
ples of the god, and the relics which to ordi- 
nary mortals have the semblance of dusky 
beads shine in the sight of devout beiievers 
as lustrous tear-drops, so to the pious bam- 
boo-hewer alone was revealed in the heart 
of a bamboo stem a shining light encompass- 
ing a lovely figure of a tiny infant. With 
reverent care the woodman carried home 
the child, who grew into a maiden of such 
surpassing loveliness that all the nobles in 
the land sought her in marriage. With her 
presence came fortune to her protector, 
whose only dread was that the time wo 
arrive when he should lose the delight of her 
society by her marriage. But to his joy he 
found that she was as unwilling to accept 
the homage of her suitors as he was to bestow 
her hand. Five of her noble lovers, how- 
ever, so persistently urged their suits that 
she had recourse to the expedient which in 
fairy tales of all nations is invariably adopted 
by unwilling brides.

So en- 
amored dia he become of the vision that 
he besought her to share his throne. 
But no better did he fare than the other 
lovers, and was fain to put up with an 
occasional letter in reply to the missives 
which he constantly dispatched to the wood- 
man’s hut.

How many of 
that vast army invading towns and cities 
comprehend the art of boiling a potato or 
broiling a chop, can preparea cup of fragrant 
Mocha, or create biscuits Uke flakes of snow. 

It should be remembered in all households 
that there rarely exists one universal taste, 
For a delicate appetite nothing is more grate- 
ful than bouillon, a simple yet nutritious salad 
of lettuce, watercress, or potato, or egg au 
beurre, after one of Soyer’s methods. Let 
the eggs boil six minutes instead of three; 
then take them out, dip them for two geo-

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KING SCORES MR. HOLMES, 


CLOSING UP THE ARGUMENTS IN THE 
WELCH BRIBERY CASE, 


John Lyle King for the Prosecution De- 
votes a Little Time to Lawyer Hardy, 
bat Spends the Greater Part of the Day 
in Talking About President Holmes 
and the Methods of Dealing with Dam- 
age Suite. 


In the Welch case yesterday morning Law- 
yer Hardy said that he did not feel well 
enough to finish his argument, but believed 
that he had covered all the points in the 
case. John Lyle King, representing the 
prosecution, then began his argument. Asa 
starter he referred to a passage in Attorney 
Hardy’s address of Friday in which that gen- 
tleman sought to prove that the attack on 
him (Hardy) was cowardly, and that one of 
the counsel for the prosecution had so agreed 
with him privately. This was not true, said 
Attorney King. There was no such word 
as Cowardly used, nor was there even a 
synonym tor it mentioned. . Hardy said 
in his address: ‘Here are men arraigned 
who are not parties to the proceeding, who 
were compelied to go upon the stand without 
notice and criminate themselves.“ I don’t 
think he meant what ne said,“ said Mr. 
King. “He evidently did not mean to use 
the word ‘criminate,’ for s certainly did 
not criminate himself.” He paid the com- 
pliment to “Brother” Hardy that he 
believed him a thoroughly hénest, pure, and 
efficient lawyer, and that the only manner in 
which that gentleman could be cénsured 
would be by a bit of adv.ce as to being too 
ready to believe all that he heard. He 
(King) had no doubt but that Starkey had 
played upon Attorney Hardy with those de- 
ceiving vouchers which were always pro- 
nounced “for legal services rendered,” 
These services, though they were the bribery 
of a juror, the suborning of a witness, etc., 
were not known to Attorney Hardy or they 
would never have been recognized by him. 
Mr. King then dismissed his talk as to 
Haray and devoted himself to the main 
characters in the case. 

„J maintain that these proceedings are in 
accordance with the strict letter of the law; 
that ail the testimony, and 1 that 
relating tothe rules applicable to cases of 
conspiracy, is strictly within the oe of 
the law.“ Here the attorney explained fully 
the legal meaning of the rd conspiracy, 
and in so doing read voluminous extracts 
from the Anarchist trial, which he said was 
the greatest conspiracy trial the world has 
ever seen. The evidence showed that there 
had been, for the last ten Years, a well-laid 
plan by which the Imes railway 
company had systema y and with- 
out conscience bribed jurors or sub- 
orned testimony whenever the exigency 
arose. Hoimes, knowing of these illegal acts— 
this long-druwn- out 8 y—was equally 

ilty with Welch and all Bis subordinates. 
icking up a pile of manuscript at his side, 
Attorney King read: To so good that 
you can be bad with umpunity. This is the 
key to Holmes’ character; U 1s the story of 
the fall of all prominent men in church and 
state who are either in nada or are in 
prison. Under that large mantie of goodness 
which has covered their sin-scarred souls 
have many hypocrits paraded the com- 
muni as the first men in the land. 
Who does not remembei genial Dave Gage, 
a hearty shake of whose wagm, strong hand 
we all thought an honor? k at Spencer, 
the banker, and Myers the Bee-Hive 
Bank, and the boodlers now in prison. All 
of them traveling under the mantie of good- 
ness and respectability. These breaches of 
trust are becoming epidemic and are fast 
filling up Canada with erstwhile respectable, 
reputable men of unimpeached integrity. 
Look at the State of Ken rought al- 
most to the verge of bankruptcy by ite Treas- 
urer, a high dignitary in ie church, and a 
man who was res! He now mingles 
with the soil of Along with the 
other wrecks of - for respectability 
Public opinion looks 4e 
and guilty one in this €0 Y. pub- 
lic never knew the real character of Mr. 
Holmes until this investigation got under 
way. It knows now. He has not now that 
exuberant feeling which his attorney inject- 
ed into him when this trial began. How ein- 
dignant he became when asked as to Welch’s 
character. How dramatically he answered: 
‘I would have discharged him had I known 
aught that was wrong about him.’ Yes, I 
guess he would; but the trouble is Weich 
knows just about as much about Holmes as 
the latter does of the former. 

“To find the culprit in a crime it was an old 
practice to look first for the person most to 
be benefited by the crime. ay that to 
this case and who was found! It was not 
Starkey or Welch—it was Holmes. Who 
was paying out the money for all this? 
When Welch told Mr. Turner that he was 
employed to do that work,“ said the speaker, 
„we all know what he meant. It was fixing 
jurors and witnesses. He was paid for it, 
and he was empioved to do just that work. 
Who empioyed him? What interest was it 
to Welch whether the company paid out 
large or small sums in the accident aepart- 
ment outside of his desire to do justice to his 
employer? None. Then who was it?—C..-B. 
Holmes, Superintendent of the Chicago City 
Railway Company. Will any amount of ficti- 
tious reputation prevent us from tracing the 
responsibility for this ignoble work? 

The day of miracles is past. The day 
when God will strike an Ananias is past, but 
we know that there are physical and moral 
manifestations which will ‘speak though 
tongues are out of use.’ What are we to 
think of the collapse of Mr. Holmes on the 
first occasion of his a ceon the wit- 
ness-stand? It might be simulated or it 
might be real. We may differ as to our opin- 
ion of that, but Ihave my opinion. It was a 
man who thought his work was safe from the 
world, and when Mr. Parkhurst said, ‘I 
think we are both thinking of the same 
thing,’ then it was that Mr. Holmes’ face 
paled, blood left his cheek, his lip quivered, his 
tongue cleaved to the roof of his mouth, and 
he fell a quivering mass at our feet. It came 
upon him like a thunderbolt that his dark 
life was to be exposed and it was something 
he was not prepared for.”’ 

Mr. King said he could not help thinking 
of the words ot Henry James in this connec- 
tion: 

***To be so good that you can be bad with 
impunity ; to be a mere sponge for sensations 
and yet not to forfeit your human character; 
to secure sympathy and interest for it when- 
ever you flash that facet into the sun; and on 
top of all to write, as Golasmith talked, like 
an angel—that, surely, is to be fortunate as 
few are fortunate here below.’ 

What avail was it for the honest Judge, 
and the honest witness, and the honest juror 
to try to do justice between man and man 
when an unseen and infamous agency was at 
work uprooting the good like an assasin who 
stabs in the dark, or, to use Fiéiden’s phrase, 
was ‘ready to throttle the law’? Nothing 
was of avail against the insidious advance 
of these Welches and Holmeses. Mr. Hardy 
was wrong in thinking that this wasn’t 
much of a storm—he seemed to be 
the only man who seemed to think that way. 
This was not a little storm, no bigger than a 
man’s hand, as Mr. Hardy thought, but was 
an Alpine storm such as Byron described. 
No storm? That was what the boodlers 
thought. It would start a reform that would 
extirpate the infamous practices of this rail- 
road company.“ He was satisfied the court 
was aware that he had the authority to hold 
these people, and, having the authority, he 
was sure the court believed this was the oc- 
cas ion.

ARMY OF IDLE WORKMEN, 


THIRTY THOUSAND UNEMPLOYED AR- 
TIZANS IN CHICAGO, 


Opinions of Well Posted Employers of 
Skilled and Unskilled Labor-—-The Dull- 
ness of the Presidential Year Largely 
Responsible for the Number of Men 
Out of Work—Result. of Strikes—Trade- 
Union Tactics. 

J would like to put you to work, but there 
are no vacancies in our shops at present.“ 
The speaker was the proprietor of a large 
West Side manufacturing establishment. A 
sturdy, intelligent-appearing young man, ev- 
idently a mechanic, had just made applica- 
tion for a job. 

“It’s the same old story,” said he, in an- 
swer to an inquiry from the reporter. “Til 
bet that is the hundreath man 1 have struck 
for a job in the last week. Came here from 
Fall River; used to be foreman of a ma- 
chine-shop that shut down there about 
a month ago. After hunting around 
there a while for a job I concluded 
to come to Chicago. Guess I made a mistake 
in doing so. From what I can learn and see 
the town is fullof men looking for work. 
Why, I went into a shop over here on Jeffer- 
son street and had to wait half an hour be- 
fore my turn caine, there were so many ahead 
of me. It is lucky for me that 1 have a little 
money saved up, for Ican stand this until I 
find something or other to do. Ican’t under- 
stand how some of these fellows manage to 
live. All of them won’t be able to geta job, 
and many of those who do will crowd some 
other man out. I have got about seventy- 
tive shops yet on my list. If I can’t break 
into any of them, why I'll strike out for some 
other city.” : 

The leading manufacturers and employers 
of labor all agree that an immense number of 
men are outof work at the present time. 
Chicago always has a large floating pow 
tion, but from all indications the number has 
been greatly swelled during the last three or 
four months. The labor organizations did not 
fully realize this fact until several of them 
had met with disastrous defeat in their at- 
tempt to crowd up wagesor shorten the 
hours of labor. The officiais of the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy claim that Chicago fur- 
nished a large percentage of the new em- 
ployés of that road. Three thousand painters 
went on a strike and the employers filled 
their places inside of forty-cight hours. A 
thousand brewers, many of them skilled 
laborers, struck work ana the immense 
creweries did not stop work foraday. Sev- 
eral thousand brickmakers abandoned their 

obs and waited for the bosses to surrender. 

he brickyards on the North Side are run- 
ing as smoothly asif the Brickmakers’ Union 
never had an existence. The ease with which 
these once powerful unions were defeated 
has had the effect of putting a summary 
check upon upon labor troubles. With thou- 
sands of able-bodied men anxious and willing 
to work it is a reckless body of trade-union- 
ists that precipitates a strike. 

With a viewof ascertaining if possible 
the numberof men out of work, and the 
causes of idieness, a TRIBUNE reporter inter- 
viewed several leading employers with the 
following result: 

John Featherstone, Columbia Foundry & 
Machine Shop—We have an immense number 
of poy arg se for work. Chicago always 
has a large floating populauon, and my idea 
is that the number is ly increased this 
year owing to the strikes in all parts of the 
country. Workmen naturally flock to large 
centres like Chicago. Business is dull, put 
not more so than in the average Presidential 


year. 

D. V. n, brick manufacturer—The 
season is late this year, and I think that in 
this fact may be found the reason why 80 
many men are outof work. The next thirty 
days will make a great change for the better. 

. W. Woodard, contracting carpenter—I 
do not remember atime when so many men 
have made application to me for work. I 
have three jobs running there are 
on the average 150 men a who 

“to bo given a chance 
to work on se buildings. At this 
time last year $18,000,000 from other 
cities had been sent to Chicago for invest- 
ment in new buildings. This year the 
amount is less than $1,000,000. Outside cap- 
italists are afraid of strikes in the building 
trades, and will not take the chance of be- 
ginning work with no certainty of complet- 
it. 


i 
C. Kimbell, brick manufacturer—I am 
inclined to believe that the season will aver- 
are up well. There are doubtless many men 
idle in the building trades, but the season is 
not yet weli under way. Several large build- 
ings are in process of erection, and I under- 
stand others have been planned. We fur- 
nished 1,500,000 brick for the Beidler Build- 
ing, Washington boulevard ana Union street; 
the same number for the Sheidon Building, 
Adams and Fifth avenue; 1,400,000 for the 
Tacoma Building. Madison and La Salle, and 
several orders of from 200,000 to 500,000. 

M. C. Bullock of the Bullock Manufactur- 
ing Company—There is a large number of 
machinists outof work—more, I think, than at 
any time in years. Some of the men who ap- 
ply are evidently first-class workmen. In 
my opinion the reason for the scarcity of 
work can be traced to the circumstance that 
this is Presidential year. Business is dull, 
and willremain so until the campaign is 
over. : 

Thomas Moulding, brick manufacturer and 
dealer—The iabor market is overstocked to 
an extent that the massofthe people are 
unaware of, I honestly believe that there 
are 30,000 men out of work in Chicago. By 
this I mean men who would accept a job if 
it were offered them. My brickmakers went 
on a strike and their places were filled with- 
out any effort whatever. There was actually 
a scramble for the vacant jobs. Brickmak- 
ing is hard, disagreeabie work, and the 
brickmaker is supposed to occupy an humble 

lace in the social scale; yet there were hun- 
reds of respectable-appearing young men 
who were only too glad to obtain work any- 
where. What reason dolassign for this 


growth of the high protective system, and 
there is no remedy short of a radical change 
in the tariff laws. The manufacturers of 
this country have their field limited to the 
boundaries of the United States. The ca- 
pacity of the machinery now in operation 
greatly exceeds the demand for the product 
of this, machinery. When enough of any given 
article is produced to supply the home mar- 
ket the factory shuts down and the work- 
man is left to shift tor a job. In other word 
there is not enough work to go around, an 
there will not be until the markets of the 
world are thrown open to American compe- 
tition. 

Joseph Downey, President of Master Ma- 
sons’ Association—Business is dull in the 
building line and hundreds of men will be 
idle before the year is over. The stagnation 
in this line naturally extends to others. I 
suppose that the Presidential campaign is 
the cause of these dull times. 

The largest surplus of labor is found in the 
distinctively manufacturing trades, such as 
the machinists’, blacksmiths’, molders’, pat- 
ternmakers’, etc. The large macbine-shops, 
such as Crane Bros.’, Frazer & Chalmers’ 
and others, could duplicate their presen 
forces from the numberof applicants who 
—— themselves from Monday morning to 

aturday night. The large reapef factories 
are particuiarly sought after by this idle 
army of mechanics. 

The labor leaders do not agree either upon 
the causes or the remedy for this overcrowd- 
ing of the labor market. The following are 
expressions of opinion from representative 
labor leaders: 

John Brennock, Secretary of the United 
Carpenters’ Council—Hundreds of our men 
are out of work. This is an unusual thing 
at this time of year. I suppose that they are 
out of work because there is nothing for 
them todo. There .s not enough work to go 
around. What is my remedy? Shorten the 
hours of labor and restrict immigration. If 
things were as they should be no honest 
American citizen would ever be out of em- 
ployment. 

A. E. Vorkeller, President of the Bricklay- 
ers’ and Stonemasons’ Union—During the 
early part of the season many of our men 
were out of work owing to the scarcity of 
brick brought about by the brickmakers’ 
strike. The bricklayers do not suffer from 
lack of work in Chicago like the men of 
other building trades. The union has the 
practical control.of the situation, and can 
reguiate the scale and the hours of labor. 
Nopn-union bricklayers do not flock to Chi-

No Law Will Close Ginmills at the Modern 

| Athens. . 

Boston, Mass., June 9.—[Special.]—Deco- 
ration-Day just passed was the first legal 
holiday to come under the law recently en- 
acted by the Massachusetts Legislature for- 
bidding the sale or giving away of any intox- 
icants whatever on such festive occasions. 
The provisions of this law Were so remarka- 
bly strict—making infringement of it punish- 
able by large fines and long imprisonment— 
that its working in Puritan Boston was 
quite interesting to observe. The gro 
shops were, ndeed, tty 2 
closed, as Sundays, and business they 
would otherwise have done in dram-selling 
was diverted to the hotéls. These latter 
reaped a harvest. For it séems that, accord- 
ing to the law, inns are permitted to sell on 
le holidays to their registered guests 
only, and here was found a loophole by which 
prohibition might be evad a fact, no at- 
tention was paid to it at all, so far as the 
hotels were concerned. The three bars at 
Young’s—the most popular of our great 
hostelries—were running wide open all 
day and evening. Placards were hung above 
them, announcing that wines and liquors 
would be sold to registered guests only. But 
no one who demanded a drink was asked 
any questions. Thousands of people were 
supplied with alcohol in small doses at this 
place during the day. Elsewhere it was just 
the same, save at Parker’s and two or three 
other houses, at which it was necessary to sit 
down in order to get something. At one 
place an Inspector of Police was seen drink- 
ing unconcernedly with half a dozen boon 
companions. 

In short, the newlaw is & failure, like all 
others that have been aimed at the same re- 
Scarve anywhere eise in the 
United States have the regulations applied 
to the liquor traffic been drawn so closely as 
in Massachusetts. The elevation of a t- 
class license tax to $1,000 has driven the 
small groggeries and bottle-shops out of ex- 
istence, but the swell ginmills have profited 
correspondingly, and the workingman is 
compelled to pay more for hisrum. That 
is the only apparent result. Nothing can 
now be sold witnout a license that contains 
more than 1 7 cent of alcohol—a restric- 
tion which, if closely applied, would cover 
extract of vanilla and many other hitherto 
unsuspected articles of commerce. Unfortu- 
nately, however, the sentiment of the com- 
munity at large does not seem to favor pro- 
hibition—certainly not so far as Boston is) 
concerned. The legislators who pass these 
temperance luws are mostly representa- 
tive citizens of small towns and vil- 
lages in various the State. 
It is a part political 
business to please the temperance element of 
their constituencies. Many of them would 
be socially ostracized if they were known to 
have voted inst a prohibition bill. So 
not infrequentiy they themselves on 
record in the ballot against the demon of the 
bottle, and then to console themselves go off 
and get hilariously drunk. Hence these 
laws, which are always inoperative. As for 
the modern Athenian, he takes his tod“ 
with unostentatious regularity—preferring 
usually the back door of a saloon to the 
front—and is apt to be convinced of the un- 
healthiness of water as a beveraze. 


DO YOU WANT A NOSE? 


If So, You Can Get One, with a Chicken- 
Boue for a Bridge. 
. Boston, Mass., June, 9.—{Special.]—A feat 
quite unprecedented tn what has been called 
“decorative surgery was executed recently 
by a surgeon in one of Boston’s city hospitais. 
The operation in question involved the con- 
struction of a new nose—no novelty itself in 
medical science—for a woman who had been 
afflicted from birth by the wantof one. The 
remarkable part of the achievement lay in 
the building up of a 2 for the 
organ, none whatever ving been 
supplied by nature. Hitherto it 
has been customary, for such Ir to 
take pieces of flesh from the fore or arm 
of the subject and graft them about the nos- 
trils in as good shape as might be, thus pro- 
ducing, in the case of a person whose nasal 
bone and cartil are lacking, a putty-like 
excrescence far from beautiful. The case in 
int, however, was proceeded with in a dif- 
erent manner. First, the woman’s nose— 
what there was of it—was sliced in two, and 
the flaps turned back upon the cheeks. en 
a young chicken was killed, and a piece ot 
the breast- bone, of proper shape, united to 
the root of the nasal member on the skuil 
by silver wires. Then the flesh of tne old 
nose was carefully stretched over it by 
ligatures. Plugs of. cotton were introduced 
temporarily to give the nostrils their correct 
shape, and the physician’s task was com- 
plete. The new bone promptly became unit- 
ed with its attachment, the wound healed, 
and the operation has now been de- 
clared a perfect success. The patient 
at present—a handsome woman she is, 
too—has a fine Roman _ proboscis, and 
the onlv scar is a scarcely-perceptible line 
down the middie of the freshly-made feat- 
ure. Formerly the deformity was so dis- 
figuring that the poor creature did not stir 
out of the house for years, save when the 
night's friendly darkness hid her misfortune 
from view. The surgeon referred to is Dr. 
H. D. Burrell, and the moral of this story is 
that, if you want a nose, you cannot do better 
than to come to Boston to get it. 


A Relic of Daniel Webster. 

The Hon. Henry Robinson has recently added 
to his valuable collection of curiosities the most 
valuable relic of them all, it being a small hair 
trunk thickly studded with brass nails eighteen 
inches long by nine inches wide and the same 
hight, in which the great Daniel Webster used 
to carry his law papers from egg A to county, 
and which his brother, Ezekiel ebster, also 
used forthe same purpose. It was found in 
Daniel Webster's law office at the time of his 
death, locked, and so little was thought of it 
that it remained so up to the time of the presenta- 
tion. When it was brought to this city a few 
days ago and given to Mr. Robinson by Col. 
Charles Webster of Boscawen, a nephew of 
Daniel, he supposed that it was empty; but Mr. 
Robinson, from its weight, insisted that there 
was something in it, and it was taken to a gun- 
shop and opened, It was found to contain a lot 
of valuable law papers and mementos in the 
shape of letters from distinguished ‘men of that 
period, an account-book. and a pocketbook con- 
taining several bank bills bearing date 1823.—

When the leaves are falling, in Octo- 
ber and November, the  arbori-cult- 
ural drummer sallies forth, equipped with 
a seductive schedule of trees and shrubs, 
for exhibition to the rural or subur- 
ban resident who may lend an ear to his per- 
suasive eloquence. The unsuspecting cus- 
tomer is shown a most attractive picture- 
book, on the pages of which appear in gaudy 
colors shrubs and trees, supposed to accu- 
rately represent those ad ve per schedule 
afo id, all of them flourishing with a per- 
fection of green foliage and red, yellow, and 
blue fruit, such as mortal eye never saw be- 
fore. All these things are offered at moder- 
ate prices, and it is understood that they are 
not to be delivered and paid for until six 
months have passed. 80 suburban jay— 
for he is the favorit prey of the nursery 
fraud—is induced to sign an order fora

Now, it is likely that before the time comes 
for the delivery of the goods some¢informa- 
tion will have reached the purchaser regard- 
ing the character of such nurserymen, and 
in that case he will write to countermand his 
order and ice that he has being 
cheated.

GREAT DISCOVERY. 


The Direct Production of Pure Hot Air 
from Coal. ' 

London Times: A discovery having an im- 

portant bearing in tle present upon the arts 

and manufactures has recently been made 

| by Mr. William A. Gibbs of Essex. The dis- 

covery is that perfectly pure air can be pro- 


duced from the combustion of coal. The ar- | 


rangement for effecting this result ds ex- 
tremely simple. It consists of a brick cham- 
ber, about five feet long by two feet wide 
and two feet high, built upon the ground. 
Atone end are a feed chamber and a fuel 
chamber, and at the other a powerful ex- 
haust and blast fan. Placed intermediately 
between the chambers and the fan are 
baffie plates, splitting plates, a standing 
bridge with perforations at the back, and a 
hanging-bridge with perforations at the 
front. There are also several carefully pro- 
portioned inlets to supply the exact quantity 
of air requisit for ect combustion. This 
exact apportionment of the air constitutes 
one of the main points of success, and it is 
the one which Mr. Gibbs found the most 
difficult to determine. Once known, how- 
ever, this law of proportion between air and 
fire is, of course, easily maintained. 

Another point having an important bear- 
ing on the result is the exact relative propor- 
tion of the fuel chamber to the feed cham- 
ber, and of both to the volume of air drawn 
per minute by the fan. This also being as- 
certained, after many failures, is now a 
fixed instead of a doubtfui quantity. Given 
these proportions and some otners of minor 
importance, the result is distinctly curious. 

ssuing from a fan-mouth twelve inches in 
diameter comes rushing a column of hot air, 
marking on the pyrometer at its exit a steady 
uniform temperature of 500° Fahrenheit. Not 
a trace of smoke or fume is visible to the 
eye; nota taint of any kind ts perceptible to 

o taste or smell. Standing, as we did, in 
the range of this simoon, with the hot blast 
full in the face, the heat is, of course, exces- 
sive, but the stream of air is perfectly pure. 
Save in the matter ot temperature it affects 
neither the the throat, nor the nostrils. 
As a proof this purity some choice tea 
which had been saturated with hot water was 
placed in the hot-air current, and when re- 
dried was ounced by an expert to be 
wholly free from any imparted taint or taste. 

In order to show the character of the prod- 
ucts of combustion before being submitted 
to the fiery ordeal the fan was stopped, and 
a dense cloud of thick smoke rose up from 
the coal in the feed chamber, charged with 
suffocating fumes. On restarting the fan 
it was quietiy drawn in again, but not a sign 
of it a at the exit from the fan, and 
the air when inhaled was as pure as ever. 
It would be interesting to know the 
rationale of the process by means of which 
all the varied products from coal com- 
bustion are thus so completely destroyed. 
Mr. Gibbs suggests that the water contained 
in the coal is decomposed into oxy- 
gen and hydrogen, and that the hydrogen in 
burning adds to the heat of the resultant air, 
while the oxygen, reénforced as it is by that 
obtained from the large volume of fresh air 

tted at the various inlets, decomposes 
and purifies ail these products. But what- 
ever the theory may be, the fact remains 
that it is not only sible but easy and eco- 
nomical to obtain the utmost amount of heat 
from coal without any deterioration of the 
atmosphere. .

Mrs. Mary R. Hall of Keokuk, the Pioneer 
of Letters—Her Strongest Writing Done 
in the Pioneer Days—Mrs. Calista H. 
Patchin, Who Commenced to Write in 
Her Childhood—Mrs. Jessie Wilson Man- 
ning, a True Hawkeye Singer, Born, 
Reared, and Still Living in That State.

ré | Should produce a harvest of women as fa- 


mous for intellect and energy as its huge 
cereal is for size of stalk and ear. And it is 
evident to the new student of the State, 
biased in favor of older civilizations, 
that such a product may de looked for in the 
near future. 

Against this probability it is urged that the 
entire State is bucolic; that the attrition of 
more crowded environment and intense life 
must forever be lacking in this broad high- 
way between the two great rivers. It is 
claimed that in the nature of her situation 
Iowa’s metropolis must at best remain but a 
village for the barter and sale of her home- 
grown products, since the tides of emigra- 
tion almost entirely sweep past across her in- 
land billows in search of cheaper lands, eli- 
mate, or the more startling chances of mines. 

The truth is, however, httle can be predi- 
cated from externais. It is becoming each 
year more evident that something of Nature’s 
productiveriess in iowa’s fields is apparent in 
the brains of her women. The way the flame 
of culture runs along from Eastern cities to 
hamlet, and village, and town, setting fire do 
evergthing at hand as surely as the spark 
sets the wild grasses ablaze on the prairie, 
shows an alertness and eagerness among her 
women arguing. noble results. Browning 
clubs are abundant, and the keen insight and 
dramatic zest with which the ladies handle 


that bard are good to see. Nor is Dante, or 
Goethe, or Shakspeare lacking in disciples. 
Politics, ethics, and art are discussed as nat- 
urally as if Iowa were Greece and the tree- 
bordered streets of Des Moines the groves of 
Athens. 

When this somewhat crnde and hetero- 
geneous lite is better welded and the time is 
ripe for the fruit to follow so much sowing, 
then there will no doubt arise some dis- 
tinctive figure in Lterature, art, or politics in 
Iowa, and tnat figure will be a woman. 

In her evolution there woman is just now 
in the imitative stage, the next in due process 
being the creative. hen that is reached if 
there is not a cyclone analogy goes for noth- 


ing. 4 

That rhymes lie around as thick as needles 
and pins in many a household the poet's 
corners in the newspapers attest; that 
women know whatis going on in politics 
and want a finger in the pie, too, was proved 
last winter by the universal understanding 
amongst them of all the bills before er As- 
sembly, their animated discussion of em, 
and their not trifling influence on their fate. 
It is true the suffrage amendment was de- 
feated. Why? A woman was imported to 
do the er which Iowa's women are both 
fitted and wi ling to do for themselves. 


Iowa women can or are likely to do; it is 
what they have done. In literature the array 
of names does not include one of cosmopolitan 
reputation. Yet individuals have done work 
which has not only challenged notice in our 
own country, but has been heard of across 
the sea. 

Mrs. Mary R. Hall of Keokuk was the 
pioneer woman of letters in Iowa. She was 
a writer of prose anc 
verse in the early days. 
But a frontuer home on 
the lonely praine is 
hardly the place for 
fostering so delicate a 
thing as the poetic gift. 
With feet that would 
tain have climbed Par- 
nassus, she was forced 
to tread the round of 
humble duties in a set- 
tler’s cabin. Often the 
entire household work 
devolved upon her, and 
the utter loneliness of 
her days was varied 
| only by the passing of 7 

“prairie schooners,” uns. MARY R. HALL. 
the stopping of rough men to water their 
horses, or by demands for food and drink 
from the wayfarers themselves. Yet some 
of her strongest writing was done at this 
period, and she has left a faint, although now 
almost obliterated, mark upon the annals of 
her State. 

Mrs. Hall utilized her experiences in pio- 
neer lite in letters to various newspapers. 
These letters at the time attracted a good 
deal of attention. One series published ina 
Georgia paper elicited an offer of marriage 
from a professional gentleman, who for some 
reason had inferred the writer to be a 
widow. She wrote stories—the short tale 
with its undisguised moral ana the more am- 
bitious serial; she discoursed upon ethical 
and political subjects, such as “Juvenile Re- 
form Schools,” ‘Who Are Oppressors and 
Who the Oppressed?’ and “Our Republic.“ 
She was an ardent temperance advocate, and 
organized and led juvenile temperance socie- 
ties. She also lectured for a brief period, as 
early as in the years 1853 and 1854, and was 
the first woman in lowato speak in public 
assemblies. Ali this work, together with her 
household labors, she brightened with her 
beloved verse-making. 

But in her benevolent as well as in her lit- 
erary aspirations she was so hampered by 
circumstances that it is little wonder the 
sum total of her work was trifling compared 
with her desires. What greater could be ex- 
pected of a woman who day by day did what- 
ever her hands found to do without regard 
to personal tastes; who, at one time, saw her 
husband clad from head to footin garments 
of her own manufacture, from the paim-leaf 
hat to the homespun, neatMfitting cloth suit 
and knitted socks! She wrote by snatches; 
the most exacting drudgery could not quench 
the fire of her bright spirit. 

Mrs. Hall's mental characteristics were in- 
tense hatred of oppression; small charity for 
evil-doers; profound pity for suffering man- 
kind or ill-used animals; independence of 
conventionalities; an inclination to gaze 
upon the sadder side ot life combined with a 
keen sense of humor, and complete devotion 
to her family and friends. Her mind was 
broad, speculative rather than analytical, 
and her love of Nature was an unfailing re- 
source. Her character is well summarized in 
ene of her own paragraphs: :

As the clever child grew into womanhood 
she did not at first find her true vocation. She 
taught school a little and meanwhile scribbled 
for the papers a little, invariably attracting at- 
1 4 by her deft and breezy way of hand- 
lung her subjec:s. 

“She did — excellent things indifferent 
ly, some bad things excellently,” and finally 
found herself a member of Mr. Ben Pitman’s 
class in woodcarving in Cincinnati. She fol- 
lowed this new pursuit with zeal, and when 
sufficiently advanced accepted a position as 
teacher in the St. Louis School of Design. 
She was so impressed with the opportunities 
open to women in work of this kind that be- 
sides her class work she wrote much upon 
the desirability and beauty of industrial art 
as a means of livelihood for them. She felt 
that it was nearer the solution of the labor 
problem for women than any other thing yet 
undertaken, and endeavored to show them 
that skilled hand labor is quite the equal in 
5 to brain labor. 
ss Halsey deyoted two years to teaching 
in this new field. A series of illustrated ar- 
ticles on practical wood-carving were con- 
tributed dy her to the Art Amateur. She is 
described at this time as lovely and brillian 
with exceptional strength and beauty o 
character in every feature and expression. 

But the author’s instinct was the dominant 
one. Charcing to write a letter to the Wash- 
ington (D. C.) Lost, the editor, Mr. Stilson 
Hutchins; was so impressed with its merit 
that he offered her an editorial position on 
the staff of that paper, which she accepted. 
This was in 1878. 

She did a little of everything at the start, 
but finally editorial writing almost wholly. 
Her facility, adaptability, and originality 

ined her an enviable reputation at once. 

he was introduced to Mrs. Mary Clemmer 
as a new writer on the Post. Mrs. Clemmer 
eagerly asked at what date she began work 
there, and when told said: Ah, I knew it, 
I said that morning that there was a new pen 
upon the Post.“ 

At about this time she wrote her first and 
only book, “Two of Us.” This story em- 
bodies her and a sister’s experiences in an 
effort to earn their own living. In its con- 
struction the book bears marks of the inexpe- 
rienced hand.

foreground for the best artistic effect. But 
itis fluent and graphic in style, and so much 
better than the average first effort that one 
is inclined rather to note its promise than its 
defects. It is full of suggestions to strug- 

ling and ambitious girls. There is love in 
t and pathos, delicate analysis and dramatic 
force. 

After two years of much-valued work upon 
the Post Miss Halsey was married to Dr. R. 
A. Patchin, a prominent young physician of 
Des Moines, in which city she has since re- 
sided. Her services on the Washington _ 
per were so esteemed that even at that dis- 
tance she kept up her editorial association 
with it and also wrote a good deal for the 
Boston Courier. George Parsqns Lathrop 
said of one of her sketches in that paper: 

“Its original qualities speak for them- 
selves, but the peculiarly felicitous modern 
literary touch which she applies to this 
ingenious fantasy is unusual enough among 
women writers to warrant a particular em- 
phasis.“ 

Ot late years Mrs. Patchin has written far 
too little. Sheis devoted to her home and 
her three beautiful boys. But ber creative 
instinct still asserts itself so strongly that it 
is to be hoped her.pen will soon resume its 
8 + ang industry.

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EMINENT AUTHORITIES DIFFER WIDE- 
LY IN LITERARY VIEWS. 


Secretary Vilas Prefers Scott of All the 
Standard Novelists—Postmaster-General 
Dickinson Read Books on Political Keon- 
omy at 16—A Disquisition on Reading 
by Senator Davis—Congressmen Breck- 
inridge and Butterworth Like the Bl- 


ble.

The subject of books 1s practically inex- 
haustible in any of its phases. The subject 
of the tastes of statesmen was but little ex- 
hausted in the treatment of it a week ago. 
In my pursuit of it I have come across views 
which are quite as novel as those which were 
expressed by the statesmen whose opinions 
were recently set forth. For example, I have 
found a distinguished man who is an admirer 
of Shakspeare’s works, yet he admits that 
Donnelly raises a doubt in his mind as to 
whether William Shaxspeare was the poet 
of all the ages. From the mouth of Senator 
Davis I have listened to a disquisiuon on the 
art of reading which is a volume in itself. 
All of these things and many more give, I 
think, fresh interest to a subject fresh ia 
itself, and, I believe, of interest at all times. 

Secretary Vilas is a busy man, and yet he 
is never at a loss for time. I found him on a 
recent holiday in his office at the Interior Do- 
partment deeply immersed in business, but 
he had ten minutes to spare to discuss a sub- 
ject of books with me. 

I read a little every day,“ he said pleas- 
antly, ‘‘ and every night before going to bed. 
I do not confine my attention to any particu- 
lar class of reading, but most of my reading 
is on subjects which train my mind for its 
business duties—on political economy, the 
science of government, and finance. in my 
youth my favorit literature was historical 
and biographical. 1 enjoyed 2 the 
lives of great Generals like Napoleon. Ihave 
not the same fancy for that class of literature 
now. I read a great deal of fiction, but I do 
not keep up with contemporaneous literature. 
My favorit authors are Dickens, Scott, Bul- 
wer, Thackeray, and Geor Eliot. I have 
just finished reading all of Bulwer's works 
again. Dickens’ worksI have read half a 
dozen times. Iread them many years ago 
and I read them now. I think I like Walter 
Scott as well as 1 like any novelist. I read 
the reviews and the magazines occasionally. 
Give me a book like The Caxtons,’ however, 
and I thoroughly enjoy it.“ 

1 book are you reading now?” I 
asked. 

“ Bryant’s ‘Iliad.’ I read it for an hour 
last night.“ 

Postmaster-General Dickinson turned sud- 
denly from his desk full of papers and looked 
abstractedly out of the window on the hot 
and dusty street below as I asked him to tell 
me his favorit book of boyhood. ‘‘ Quite 
early in life,” he said after a moment’s 
pause, I took a great interest in political 
economy. I could not have been over 16 when 
I found I had read almost all the leading 
writers on that subject. I tried to fit the con- 


1 clusions of the best writers to the American 


Republic and was disappointed when I failed. 
Whittier was a great favorit of mine 
when a boy and of course my admiration 
for him still remains. Dickens was my 
first choice among novelists. He wrote for 
the people. I never enjoyed Thackeray and 
did not care to read him much. As a matter 
of duty I took up some of his books, but his 
cynicism grated and I could not become sym- 
pathetic. The plays of Shakspeare were 
read with great interest. I preferred Ham- 
let’ and next ‘Cesar ’—the play that is read 
the least, perhaps.“ 

“Then the Baconian theory interests you 
but little,“ I suggested. 

„On the contrary, it interests me a great 
deal. I am reading Donneily’s book now. 
He raises a doubt as to the authorship of the 
book called ‘Shakspeare.’ 1 cannot say I 
sympathize with him, but to my mind he 
raises a doubt. I admire the great genius of 
Shakspeare’s writings; the man matters but 
little. I read every day, ana always an hour 
or two before retiring, no matter what the 
time may be.“ 

Senator Cushman K. Lavis of Minnesota is 
himself an guthor, and he is one of the most 
facile of writers. I have been reading ever 
since I can remember,” he said when I asked 
him for his views on books, yet 1 find it 
hard to answer your question. The method 
of general reading becomes a matter of per- 


sonal habit, created and limited by imdi- 


vidual tastes, powers, and deficiencies, so 
that the rule of one man can never be a law 
to another. I think that the genius of man 
is most fully shown in the production of 
those few books which all men feel that they 
must read and do read generation after gen- 
eration. These books are few and they ap- 
pear at long intervals. Every one can enu- 
merate them. Besides these, there is the great 
mass of literature, most of it ephemeral: and 
the best of it destined to be superseded. I 
do not mean to attempt to class as permanent 
or transitory any particular book. People 
differ on this * and only the supreme 
critic, Time, can decide the question. The 
best rule of reading that I know of is to read 
well and master what you read. ‘Multum non 
multa’ is the true proverb here, and ‘ Beware 
of the man of one hook’ is the true admoni- 
tion. Slovenly reading produces mental 
degeneration in many ways. I got hold of 
Victor Cousin’s ‘Critique of Locke’ many 
years ago and read that brilliant effort in dia- 
lectics with honest, reflecting care. I do not 
think that any book has ever so disciplined 
me. Why? Because I read it in the spirit of 
refiection and controversy. Don’t chaiu your- 
selt to one book in one reading. Read topical- 
ly. If you are in English history reread 
‘Ivanhoe,’ Waverly,“ * Kenilworth,’ ‘ Wood- 
stock,’ and the plays of Shakspeare cor- 
responding to the era, and also contempo- 
rary biographies. You are thus informed at 
the same tume by many men instead of by 
one.“ 

„How about novels and poetry?“ I asked. 

„Most important. The man who can carry 
into his mature years and into his old age the 
sentiments of unbruised youth’ has a sure 
hold on happiness. Indeed Coleridge said 
that this is the definition of genius. This is 
achieved, not by what we can prove—life 
proves too much for most of us—but what we 
can write for, feel, imagine, or sympathize 
with. Hence our great enjoyments lie in the 
unreal, and this is the realm of fiction and 
penser. I like an orthodox, old-fashioned 
ove story as well as I ever did. Not those 
modern paradoxes of disappointment and 
heart-break. The villain should be foiled, the 
young pie married, and the stern parent 
reconciled. This is the equity of fiction as 
well as of law, ‘to consider that as done 
which ought to be done.“ 

When I suggested to Senator Cockrell that 
I was going to ask him about books and what 
he read, he said: For goodness sake, don’t. 
I never get any chance to read. What I read 
refers altogether to my work in Congress. 
Novels! I have not read a dozen of them in 
all my life—no, norhalfadozen. The affairs 
ofmy constituents take up allmytime. I 
tell you it is a good occupation to keep track 
of all the bills on the calendar. I suppose 
some of the Senators do not keep track of 
them, but they ought to. They ought to 
know all about the legislation they are goin 
to pass upon. A new member comes in an 
reports a measure which is of a class 
which the Senate has made it a practice 
to reject. This new Senator knows nothing 


about the customs of the Senate and he re-

A Number of Concerts—The United Col- 
ored Vocal Clubs—Notes. —

ance, and in view of the fact that the com- 
pany was only recently organized and that 
the opera was new to some of those who 
took part the performance was creditable, 
becoming still more so with the experience 
which the participants derived from each 
succeeding appearance.

Woman's Relief Corps, G. A. R. Mr. Smith 
has devoted considerable time to the training 
of the chorus, also doing something, as 
Se Saher offered, for the cultivation of 
individual voices, but in the latter 
direction his work was naturally lim- 
ited by many adverse circumstances. 
The chorus singing was spirited, an immense 
volume of sound being produced, such, in- 
deed, as it would be.difficult for a white 
chorus of the same number to equal. In the 
choral work the unevenness of individual 
voices was not fioticeable, and the general 
effect was decidedly inspiring, but the solos, 
duets, etc., showed that though some of the 
voices were of phenomenal power and com- 
pass each was a law unto himself in the 
matter of method. Of the numbers enlist- 
ing the services of only a few of the singers, 
the genuine plantation melodies were by far 
the most acceptable. In these the singers 
were in their element, and if at times there 
Was more discord than harmony it did not 
appear to seriously mar the enjoyment of 
either the participants or their listeners. 
Anything like artistic musical expression in 
a higher order of composition was, except in 
the choruses already referred to, almost en- 
tirely wanting. Several of the soloists, how- 
ever, demonstrated their possession of voices 
of 1 range and quality., voices 
which are weil worthy of cultivation. 
Ine white race has through ages been ac- 
customed to unwholesome modes of living, 
which tend to a deterioration of the vocal 
organs. These effects are to a certain ex- 
tent transmitted through inheritance, while 
the colored races are free from them, and it 
is not surprising that so many exceptional 
voices should be found in their ranks. The 
choral work at these concerts served to show 
some of their possibilities, and Mr. Smith 
has done admirable work in developing these 
so far as time permitted. The Gounod selec- 
uon, for one, showed that an earnest en- 
deavor had been made to elevate the 
standard of musical appreciation, and 
had met with marked success. The 
musical field among these people is 
rich and promising, and it is to be 
hoped tnat Mr. Smith will not 
be discouraged or withdraw from the work. 
The negro race possesses a surprising nat- 
ural aptitude for music, and it may not be 
generally known that in spite of repressing 
influences it has produced not alone those 
weirdly impressive meiodies, the genuine 
plantation songs which occupy among this 
people a position analogous to that of the 
de Volkslied among the Germans, but also 
works in the higher forms of musical com- 
sition. Samuel Snaer, a native of New 
rleans, a skillful performer upon piano, 
violin, violoncello, who was at one time or- 
ganist of St. Mary's (Catholic) Church in 
that city, wrote many musical compositions, 
among them a grand’ Messe Solenelle which 
possesses no little merit. John T. Douglas 
wrote many compositions for orchestra, 
among them an overture entitled“ The Pil- 
grims, while the list of composers of songs 
anthems, violin and piano music, etc., would 
astonish by its length. It would seem prob-

HOW THE RISE OF ROBSON AND 
CRANE CAME ABOUT,

| & Conflict Between the TWo Comedians a 


Dozen Years Ago Which Threatened to 
Sever Their Relations—A Reporter's 
Wrestle with a Sedgwick Street Saloon- 
keeper of German Descent—Ignatius 
Donnelly’s Protege—How a Chicago Re- 
porter Engineered a Scoop.”’ 
William H. Crané, who, as a high-fiying 
veteran speculator in The Henrietta,” has 
divided honors with Stuart Robson as his 


son Bertie on the stage at the Chicago Opera- 
House the last four weeks, was in a pleasant 
humor last night as he thought of the $125,000 
profits which the play will bring in this sea- 
son, and which the rousing Chicago audiences 
had helped toward making a certainty. 
„How did the rise of Robson and Crane 
come about, William!“ asked a gentieman 
who felt sufficiently familiar with “Old 
Nick” to address him by his first name off 
the stage. * 
“Twelve years ago,“ said Mr. Crane, we 
came together, and, barring one little crash 
right at the beginning that threatened to 
smash our relations, we have since dwelt to- 
gether peacefully, pleasantly, and profitably. 
Grover, the dramatist, had produced Our 
Boarding-House’ in San Francisco, and in a 
measure it had been a success. He went to 
New York and succeeded in getting A. M. 
Palmer, then manager of the Union Square 
Theatre, to make him an advance 
upon it. Later Palmer learned that 
T. H. French, the publisher, had made 
an advance on the same play which 
antedated his claim, and was arranging with 
Abbey for its production at the Park Thea- 
tre. The three sensibly concluded to pool 
their issues. At that time I was in Boston 
playing Le Blanc in ‘Evangeline.’ Much wo 
my delight, for I had never appeared in a com- 
edy réle in New York, Mr. Abbey enga 
me to play Prof. Gillypod. Mr. Robson, who, 
after long training under Mr. Palmer’s ban- 
ner, had been starring on his own account, 
returned to New York about thé same time, 
and Palmer, not knowing of Abbey’s contract 
with me, ve Robson the same part. The 
first thing I heard about it was a telegram 
from Abbey which read something like this: 
‘Think part of Elevator will suit you better. 
Will give you $15 weekly more. Answer.’ 
Now, I had read that Elevator had been 
played by old men, and didn’t want 
to make my first appearance in New 
York as an old man. I wired 
a refusal. Then came another dispatch: ‘ Im- 
possible for you to play 8 seme: 
you twenty-five extra for Elevator.’ I went 
to a lawyer and he told me I could demand 
Gill „ and if it wasn’t given to me all 1 
n do was draw my salary for as long as 
the piece ran in New York.

‘If you had come to me 
sooner,’ said Robson, ‘i would have given up 
the part, but I can’t in justice to the man- 
agers do that now.’ I believed him then, and 
from what I have known of him since lam 
sure he meant it. So we shook hands and 
set to work to do what we could with our 
scenes. And lam now convinced that after 
all the parts were cast in the best way. The 
piece made a hit, and we have been together 
ever since. When we finally determined on 
reviving the ‘Comedy of Errors’ on a grand 
scale we put nearly $25,000 into it before the 
curtain went up.

The Only Reliable Method by Which Houses 
Can Be Cleaned of These Pests. 

New York Mail: “ Have you anything that 
is sure death to moths?’ asked an anxious- 
y housekeeper of a druggist the other 

ay. 

The druggist smiled, looked as though he 
would like to say “chestnuts,” but answered: 
So you belong to the moth-persecuted mul- 
titude of housekeepers? Weil, for articles 
to be packed away in boxes or drawers there 
are several things I can recommend. Some 
people prefer one remedy, some another. 
You will find some families putting their 
faith and their winter clothes in snuff or 
tobacco; others favor red pepper, but for 
many years 1 have used camphor, and con- 
sider that the best of anything. There is 
nothing disagreeable about it, and moths 
don’t seek it as a regular diet; in fact, will 
2 come where there is the camphor 

or. 

Doesn't it evaporate too quickly?” 

No. Put in good sized pieces and there 
is no danger from that source. A piece as 
large as your fist in six months or a year will 
be the size of a hickory nut, and the odor 
will penetrate every part of the box or 
drawer where the clothing is packed. 

Cedar chips are also a preventive,”? he 
continued. ‘Sprinkle them in among goods 

acked away and you will have no moths. 

ut they are not easily obtained. Some- 
times they can be found at a cigar-box 
factory, but there are not enough to make 
their use general.

A good housekeeper should never be 
troubled with moths in a carpet, for if it is 
swept thoroughly, especially the edges and 
corners, moths will not make it their abid- 
ing place. Newspapers laid under a carpet are 
said to be an effective aid in driving away 
these troublesome pests, but hard sweeping 
is more reliable. If a room is to be shut up 
for any length of time something should 
be sprinkled over the floor. 

**Portiéres and all curtains must have fre- 
quent shakings or the moth miller will be 
sure to lodge in their folds. The great object is 
to keep them out of the house, for when they 
once locate and take up a claim they have 
the ‘squatter’s right,’ and only force can 
drive them out.“ 

“But how are the unfortunates who 
already have them in their houses to get rid 
of them?’ 

„For such cases I know of nothing better 
than some of the moth powders. The other 
things 1 have mentioned are preventives 
against moths, but these powders kill the 
moths themselves.“ 

„Are they poisonous?”’ 

“No; they are perfectly harmless. The 
moths do not eat the powder, but are suffo- 
cated by it. The powders are made from a 
tree that grows in Persia, and will kill any- 
thing that hasn't lungs. I sprinkle it plenti- 
fully around a room where there are moths, 
shut up the room for a while, and what moth 
heaven gains we lose. The pg ons are 
good to put under carpets, and if a house is 
to be closed, should be liberally used in every 
room. A carbolic acid dilution 1s also . 
—. anything that can be dampened without 
injury. 


DIAMOND SETTING BY MACHINERY. 


Some Changes Which Competition Has 
Made in the Jewelry Business. 

New York Sun: “Ten years ago,” said a 
manufacturing jeweler, there was but one 
diamond cutter in the city. When he got 
sick there was nobody to eut a diamond. Now 
there are plenty of cutters, and they use im- 
proved machinery, by the use of which they 
can cut diamonds better and more cheaply 
than it can be done anywhere in the world. 
Our diamund cutters can take many imported 
stones and add 25 per cent to their value by 
improved cutting. The obvious increase in 


the nuniber of diamonds worn has compelled 
the education of workmen to meet the de- 


mand. r 

„% Another thing has been done. This is an 
invention of the American manufacturer, 
and consists of the application of machinery 
to diamond setting. Ihe old-time workman 
would have considered with horror the idea 
of putting anything but hand work on a 

iece of diamond jewelry. Kverything about 
t had to be done by slow and laborious hand 
work. Butashrewd workman got the idea 
that a good deal of the setting of a diamond 
may be done quite as well by machinery as 
by hand, and a good deal quicker and more 
cheaply. The fact is that where many dia- 
monds are set they resolve themselves into 
sizes about as regular as the sizes of any 
other commodity. Itis easy enough to pre- 
pare settings to suit any size of diamonds 
that are sold in the market. 

“It may seem a trifling thing to estimate 
the cost of a setting—or at least the 
difference between a hand-made setting and 
a machine-made setting; but the inevitable 
result of competition has been to get the cost 
of manufacturing even diamond jewelry 
down to the lowest rate. As to the value of 
the diamond itself, the experts have become 
able to fix that to a nicety.
